Nord, fundador do Parlamento Europeu . H.R. Nord (com a alcunha de 'Mister Europe') 
e um dos fundadores do Parlamento Europeu, mais tarde secretario-geral do mesmo. No 
final da II Guerra Mundial, escreve uma serie de tres panfletos na magazine 'De 
Baanbreker' (Pioneer Magazine). 1° panfleto: For a Federal Europe. 2° panfleto: Federal 
Union and Resistance Movement. 3° panfleto: 'Practical consequences of a European 
federation'. 

Ominosamente, Nord usa o mesmo termo que Hitler tinha usado, "new world order" . 

"The problem of a New World Order is now more acute than ever" . 

«The problem of a New World Order is now more acute than ever. Now the war is 
ended, and simultaneously the prime stimulant of cooperation between the superpowers, 
it is of the greatest importance people realise what is required of us if we are to regain 
peace: an effort no smaller than the one which led to the defeat of the enemy. .» 

Era necessario erradicar soberania nacional . 

Substituir estado-nacao por grande federacao que decida destino dos estados-membro 
com perfeita impunidade . 

Durante 30 anos, propaganda por Federacao Europeia .

Na Alemanha, Adenauer, Ehard e Schmid queriam federacao europeia. 

Adenauer e os EU da Europa . Konrad Adenauer dizia que «The aim of all work in 
Europe must be to establish the United States of Europe or a similar structure», uma 
^European federations. 

Ehard, uniao economica e federacao para defesa e negocios estrangeiros . Hans Ehard 
tambem falava de uma «federation» com «sole competence in foreign affairs and for the 
defense of federal territory}} e, ao mesmo tempo, a regiao inteira tinha de «form a single 
economic and customs area}}. 

Schmid e uma comunidade supranacional . Carlo Schmid diz-nos que uma 
^supranational community}} tinha de controlar politica externa, defesa, planeamento 
economico e a gestao das principals industrias.

De Valera - UE, uma pessima ideia. 

Eamon de Valera tinha acabado de voltar de Estrasburgo . Onde tinha assistido a uma 
reuniao para concertacao europeia. 

Irlanda teria saido de dominacao britanica para entrar em sistema ainda pior . 

Em vez de cooperacao, governo politico . 

A 12 de Julho de 1955, Eamon de Valera, lider da oposicao (Fianna Fail) fez um 
discurso profetico ao Dail Eireann: 

«...it would have been most unwise for our people to enter into a political federation 
which would mean that you had a European parliament deciding the economic 
circumstances, for example, of our life here... We did not strive to get out of that 
domination [British] of our affairs by outside force, or we did not get out of that 



position to get into a worse one... One of the things that made me unhappy at 
Strasbourg was that I saw that at the first meeting of the Assembly, instead of trying to 
provide organs for co-operation, there was an attempt to provide a full-blooded 
political constitution, there were members who were actually dividing themselves into 
socialists parties, and so on... we would not be wise as a nation in entering into a full- 
blooded political federation}} - Eamon de Valera (12 Julho, 1955), speech to the Dail 
Eireann. "International co-operation and Irish unity". 



EUA dirigem federalistas europeus. 

William J. Donovan, advogado de Wall Street, OSS/CIA . William J. Donovan era um 
Coronel mas tambem um advogado de Wall Street. Conhecido como o "Father of 
American Intelligence", Donovan montou a OSS (com 16.000 agentes). Em 1947, a 
organizacao tornou-se a CIA. 

Donovan lidera o Comite Americano para uma Europa Unida . Em 1948, os EUA 
montam o Comite Americano para uma Europa Unida (American Committee for a 
United Europe) para promover uniao europeia. O comite foi liderado por William J. 
Donovan 

Donovan, Wall St., e o governo americano dirigem e financiam federalistas europeus, a 
par do Piano Marshall . Com a lideranca de Donovan, a CIA e os Negocios Estrangeiros 
americanos dirigiram e financiaram o Movimento Federalista Europeu, como elemento 
acessorio ao Piano Marshall. Trabalharam encobertamente com os lideres desse 
movimento, tais como Robert Schuman, Paul Henri Spaak e Jean Monnet. Os fundos 
vieram da Fundacao Ford e de grupos de negocios com lacos ao governo americano. 



Os russos tambem aprovavam, federacao europeia. Viam uma possivel federacao 
europeia como uma forma de comecar a criacao de um soviete europeu, que podia mais 
tarde ser assimilado na URSS. 



Em 1958, o Rotarian fala dos Estados Unidos da Europa, uniao politica 
estabelecida gradualmente. "Europe's New Giant: Six nations with 160 million people 
take another step to a 'United States of Europe.'". No artigo e dito que, «Here economic 
and political necessity meet: the road to unity mapped out by European leaders meant 
offering a Common Market under federal institutions. From there, political unity would 
be attainable.}}

(1948) Congresso de Haia exige unificacao da Europa e do mundo . O "Congress of 
Europe", The Hague, 7-10 May 1948, organizado pelo International Committee of the 
Movements for European Unity. A "Political Resolution of the Hague Congress" exige 
uma Europa unida [«United Europe»] com accao «economic, political and cultural», 
uma «Union or Federations, «economic and political unions. 

Europa unida epasso essencial para planeta unido. «DECLARES that the creation of 
a United Europe is an essential element in the creation of a united worlds. 

(1950) Declaracao Schuman: integracao gradual numa Europa federal . Em 1950, 
Robert Schuman, o ministro dos negocios estrangeiros frances, da inicio ao processo de 
integracao europeia, e afirma que o objectivo final e a unificacao da Europa num unico 
bloco economico e politico, uma federagao. A fundagao de um «common economic 
systems seria a «first concrete foundation of a European federations. Esse processo 
seria feito de um modo gradual, como HG Wells tinha advogado em 1939. 

(1951) Tratado de Paris estabelece ECSC . Em Dezembro de 1951, a European Coal 
and Steel Community (ECSC), de seis nacoes - autoridade comum para regular o 
comercio do carvao e do ago entre as nagoes da Europa Central. 

(1954) EDC falha e o diseurso e diluido . Em 1954, a EDC (European Defenee 
Community) falha. Os europeus ainda tinham a memoria firesea do passado do 
Continente. Tinham tambem, mesmo ao lado, um exemplo vivo de uma "utopia 
supranaeional". Apos falhango do EDC, disgurso muda: deixaram de se usar termos 
eomo "supranagional" ou "federagao", e passou a falar-se apenas de eooperagao, 
objeetivos gomuns, este genero de eoisas. 



(1957-58) Os Tratados de Roma estabelecem a CEE . Em Marco de 1957, os Tratados 
de Roma, estabelecem a CEE (European Economic Community, 1958), integracao 
economica entre Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, Luxembourg and the Netherlands, 
conhecida como o "Mercado Comum". 

CEE cresce ao longo das decadas seguintes. 

(1957) Tribunal Europeu de Justica . Em Outubro de 1957, e criado o European Court of 
Justice, para mediar disputas comerciais na regiao. 

(1960) EFT A . Maio 1960, European Free Trade Association (EFTA), entre sete nacoes. 

(1967) ESCS, EAEC e CEE sao fundidas numa Comunidade Europeia unitaria . Em 
Julho 1967, ha a fusao de ESCS, EAEC e CEE numa so organizacao, a Comunidade 
europeia. Esta tern os seus corpos governantes, a Comissao Europeia e European 
Council of Ministers. 

(1968) Uniao Tarifaria Europeia . Em 1968, a European Customs Union, para abolir 
tarifas e estabelecer taxacao uniforme sobre importacoes, entre as nacoes da CEE. 

(1974) Conselho da Europa . 

(1978-79) ECU e Sistema Monetario Europeu . Em 1978, a European Currency Unit 
(ECU) e o SME no ano seguinte. 

(1979) Parlamento Europeu . 

(1986) Single European Act - SEA: Objectivo de Mercado Comum ate 1993 . Em 
Fevereiro de 1986, a revisao Single European Act do Tratado de Roma, estabelece o 
objectivo de criar um Mercado Comum ate 31 de Dezembro de 1992. 

SEA (1986) apela a eliminaQdo das fronteiras nacionais. 

Apartir dai, CEE passa a ser conhecida como Uniao Europeia. A partir dai, a CEE 
(mais conhecida nessa altura como o Mercado Comum) passou a ser conhecida como 
Uniao Europeia. 

Ou seja, lacos economicos mas tambem politicos. A mudanca de lacos meramente 
economicos para lacos politicos estava a ser alcancada. 

(1991) Tratado de Maastricht estabelece UE . A 7 de Fevereiro de 1992, o Tratado de 
Maastricht e assinado, estabelecendo a UE, a comecar a 1 de Novembro de 1993. 

Dezembro de 1991, logo apos o colapso da URSS. 

Uniao monetdria, banco central, abolicdo de tarifas. Requereu tambem que todos os 
paises membro da CE abolissem as suas barreiras tarifarias e comerciais, e que 
entregassem as suas politicas fiscais para as maos dos tecnocratas da comissao 
Europeia, em Bruxelas. 



Tribunal Europeu comega a ordenar revisoes legais nos estados-membro. E o tribunal 
europeu em Estrasburgo comecou a ordenar a estados-membro que reescrevessem ou 
cancelassem algumas das suas leis, algo que as nacoes tern vindo a fazer, 
obedientemente. 

(1995) Euro, a moeda comum , O nome "Euro" foi adoptado em Dezembro de 1995. Foi 
introduzido em Janeiro de 1999, substituindo a ECU. A nova moeda entrou em 
circulacao em Janeiro de 2002, e e agora a moeda oficial para 16 dos 27 estados- 
membro. 

(1997) Tratado de Amsterdao aumenta poderes da UE, prepara expansao para Leste . 

(2001) Tratado de Nice na continuidade de Amsterdao . Removeu ainda mais poderes 
dos paises para os entregar a Comissao Europeia, e continuar a implementar medidas 
para expansao para Leste. 

Actualmente, UE conta com 27 membros. 



INSTITUICOES EUROPEIAS . 



European Council. Composto dos 27 chefes de estado dos estados-membro. 

Decide o Presidente do European Council e o Presidente da Comissao . E o Conselho da 
Uniao Europeia que decide por detras das cenas, em reunioes secretas, quern se torna 
Presidente da UE, bem como quern se torna Presidente da Comissao Europeia. Os 
membros do Conselho decidem por si quais as emendas que podem ser feitas ao Tratado 
de Lisboa e tern poder ultimo para fazer essas emendas como desejam, sem qualquer 
referendo. 

Presidente do European Council . Nomeado nao-democraticamente pelo EU Council. 
Tern a posicao de Presidente por 2Vi anos, mandato renovavel uma vez. Portanto, pode 
ser o Presidente da UE por 5 anos. O processo de seleccao acontece por detras de portas 
fechadas e em segredo, pelos 27 membros do European Council. 



Conselho (The Council), composto de ministros nacionais. Composto dos ministros 
nacionais, tais como os ministros da Agricultura, Financa, etc. Estes sao os unicos que 
votam em todas as leis baseadas em propostas da Comissao. Tambem votam em certas 
leis com base em Qualified Majority Voting (QMV). 



A Comissao Europeia e o poder politico maximo na Europa. 

27 comissarios . Actualmente, a Comissao tern 27 Comissarios, um por cada estado- 
membro. Antes de Lisboa, cada parlamento nacional seleccionava um Comissario; 
porem, com Lisboa os parlamentos nacionais apenas podem sugerir um Comissario, que 
pode ser rejeitado. O numero de Comissarios e tambem reduzido a menos do que o 
numero de estados-membro, com nomeacoes feitas numa base rotativa. 

Superioriza-se legalmente a qualquer outra entidade . A Comissao pode rever, editar, 
repelir, reeditar leis aprovadas pelos parlamentos europeus, ou pelo Parlamento de 
Estrasburgo. 

Legislador supremo, executivo plenipotente . Este poderoso corpo, nao-eleito, e a unica 
instituicao que pode propor leis novas. Age como o legislador supremo, ipso facto, o 
Politburo. Politicamente, nao existe poder superior a Comissao; nenhum sistema de 
balanco ou separacao de poderes. A Comissao e um executivo plenipotente, nao eleito. 

Leis originadas em grupos de trabalho secretos, altamente expostos a lobbying . Estas 
leis originam-se de milhares de grupo de trabalho secretos dentro da Comissao, 



acarretando muitos conflitos de interesse. Nao e possivel conhecer os processos, por 
proibicao executiva. 

Pode governar por fiat na ausencia de aprovagao do Parlamento . Teoricamente, as 
decisoes da Comissao tem de passar pelo Parlamento Europeu, mas se o Parlamento nao 
for cooperativo, a Comissao pode simplesmente governar por fiat, e implementar 
politica atraves de regulacoes imediatamente vinculativas a todos os estados-membro.

Publico-privadas . 

Pontos de encontro entre industria, banca e reguladores . 

Parlamento Europeu, uma entidade simbolica e cerimonial. 

Unico corpo eleito, e aquele com menos poder . OPEeo unico corpo directamente 
eleito na UE e e aquele que tem menos poder. Os MEPs apenas podem sugerir emendas 
a leis [que, porem, podem ser ignoradas] e votar para bloquear leis do Conselho de 
Ministros.

So, what happens is, the commission 
comes up with a law, it gives it to the Parliament, who can delay it a little bit, and in the 
end it gets rubberstamped further down by the line by more civil servants. The whole 
process is done entirely in secret. Distinctly unhealthy relations between commissioners 
and big business. And it is a remarkable thing to think that it is the bureaucrats that 
make law, and the parliamentarians that fiddle around with the implication.

Aprovacao no Parlamento Europeu . 

Adopcao nos estados nacionais e nos dominios regionais . 



UE decide 70-90% das leis que afectam nacocs europeias. Cerca de 70 a 90% das 

leis passadas nas nacoes europeias sao apenas implementacoes nacionais de regulacoes 
passadas em Bruxelas, pela CE, e aprovadas pelo PE;

A Babel legal da UE . No espa?o de pouco mais de quatro decadas, a UE conseguiu 
inventar um dos mais extensos e complexos codigos legais da historia humana, 
directamente comparavel ao codigo legal sovietico. A insanidade legislativa da UE 



expressa-se em centenas de milhares de paginas redigidas no mais impenetravel e 
ambiguo burocrates, incompreensivel para o comum dos mortais.

intepretacoes divergentes, se nao normativizadas, por forma a introduzir debate 
satisfatorios sobre pontos legislatives... a regular. Com normas emendadas.

UE tern orcamento de $250 milhdes para RP . aqui, tambem, existe um paralelo com a 
UE, que administra um fundo de $250 milhoes por ano apenas para publicitar a sua 
propria utilidade, ou seja, gasta esse dinheiro dos contribuintes em agendas de RP, para 
publicitar a sua propria existencia. 

Open Europe - UE gasta £2 bilides/ano em propaganda . Estudo da Open Europe, sobre 
2 bilioes de euros gastos por ano, em exercicios de RP (EU spends £2bn each year on 
'vain PR exercises').

Maastricht e Amsterdao extendem papel das autoridades regionais . Os Tratados de 
Amsterdao e Maastricht ate deram as autoridades regionais um papel consultivo para 
todas as legislacoes, regulacoes e directivas europeias. 

A um nivel abaixo de NUTS III, existem "Unidades Administrativas Locais" . Aum 
nivel mais detalhado, existem distritos e municipalidades, chamados de «Local 
Administrative Units (LAU)».

Um shareholder e quern 
detem direitos de propriedade e de controlo comercial sobre um dado dominio. Um 
stakeholder e um agente que, nao detendo quaisquer direitos sobre esse dominio, pede 
para participar nele. Essa participacao e sempre condicional a licenca do shareholder, 
i.e., e feita sob concessao. 

Lei comercial, proveniente do antigo colonialismo. O termo stakeholder surge do 
antigo colonialismo. Quando um novo territorio era colonizado, a soberania comercial 



sobre esse territorio pertencia, regra geral, a uma companhia mercantil (e.g. Companhia 
das Indias), representante dos shareholders. Quando uma porcao do territorio era aberta 
a colonos da metropole {settlers), era comum que a atribuicao de parcelas de terra fosse 
feita por meio da tecnica de stakeholding. Os novos colonos (e.g. grupos, familias, 
individuos) percorriam a terra e, quando encontravam uma parcela que lhes agradava, 
tinham de marcar essa parcela com uma estaca {stake) espetada no solo, e ficar junto a 
ela (eram, portanto, stakeholders, aqueles que "hold the stake'''), a espera dos oficiais 
concessionaries da companhia mercantil. Estes eram os oficiais que percorriam o 
corredor de terras a atribuir, identificando os stakeholders e atribuindo-lhes escrituras 
territorials { u este pedaqo de terra estd agora concessionado a ti"). Este era um processo 
geralmente feio, onde diferentes colonos combatiam para competir por parcelas. A 
corrupcao dos oficiais mercantis tambem se tornou celebre - receber uma escritura 
implicava geralmente estar em condicoes de oferecer uma prenda ao concessionary. 
Portanto, nao era garantido que um stakeholder ganhasse o que quer que fosse. O termo 
e utilizado sob lei comercial e o seu significado legal nunca mudou; um stakeholder e 
apenas alguem que faz um pedido de concessao para participacao no sistema de um 
shareholder. Da mesma forma, as implicacoes do termo nunca mudaram. Um 
stakeholder num qualquer dominio so tern o poder legal que lhe e concessionado pelo 
shareholder. 

Sob neo-colonialismo, os shareholders sao buncos de investimento globais. E o 

shareholder quern define o programa de governancia esse dominio (e.g. "economia 
global"). Os stakeholders (estados, organizacoes multilaterais, ONGs, companhias 
multinacionais, etc.) sao aqueles que sao afectados por esse programa e tern de se 
adaptar, de ajustar a sua gestao interna, as contingencias que sao impostas pelo 
shareholder (na economia globalizada, os shareholders sao sempre firmas/bancos de 
investimento). 

Um stakeholder nao e uma entidade sofisticada, empowered - e servil e dependente. 

Sempre que um individuo participa num "stakeholder meeting", "stakeholder 
consensus", e se sente importante e sofisticado por o fazer, e porque nao percebe a 
posicao servil em que na verdade esta. Nao so nao tern importancia real, como esta num 
estatuto menorizado e dependente, a implorar participacao aos proprietaries do sistema, 
banqueiros. Da mesma forma, os tramites gerais do seu "stakeholder consensus", do seu 
"stakeholder decision-making process" sao inteiramente ditados pelos proprietaries, que 
reservam apenas um grau muito parcial de autonomia aos stakeholders - aqueles que se 
tornam empregados de facto, agentes concessionados pelos proprietaries. 

Estados nacionais, companhias, ONGs, como stakeholders. E importante ter tudo isto 
em mente quando se ve o triste espectaculo pelo qual estados nacionais e todo o genero 
de organizacoes publicas se assumem como stakeholders, serventes de shareholders, 
em contravencao com as suas Constituicoes, em traicao efectiva para com as suas 
constituencias publicas. Este triste espectaculo tambem e extensivel aos milhares de 
companhias privadas, ONGs, associacoes e assim sucessivamente que se assumem 
como meros agentes concessionaries de um sistema de banqueiros. Todas estas

It should be noted that the expression 'international division of labour' refers to the 
geographical location of economic activities in the world, or to 'what is produced 
where '. This is frequently misunderstood to mean a static redistributive device which 
implies a shift of existing manufacturing infrastructure from one country to another. 
The expression 'international division of labour' is used here in a much more dynamic 
sense: the progressive shift in the pattern of production between regions and countries 
over time, so that all will benefit from changing comparative advantages and 
specializations. Special technologies will need to be developed to suit the conditions 
prevailing in Third World countries (I), and also to help restructure industrial activities 
in the industrialized countries. Industrial policies and strategies at the national, 
regional and international levels will need to be formulated with the necessary 
procedures, information systems and instrumentalities of action to ensure 
implementation and harmonization at all levels» 235

Foi um dos oficiais do 
Politburo que assinou as ordens para a tentativa de assassinato do Papa Joao Paulo II, 
levada a cabo por Mehmet Ali Agca atraves dos subcontratadores de Moscovo, os 
servicos secretos da Bulgaria comunista.

The old ties these rural poor had once 
enjoyed with extended kin, the neighborliness of villages, the protective largesse they 
had been able to count on from the manor, the castle, and the monastery-all these were 
swept away. The right to exist became associated with the willingness to do any kind of 
work that was available. 

There is no doubt that the two went hand in hand. In a sense, the relative poverty of the 
Mediterranean countries (which did not share fully all the benefits of the Industrial 
Revolution) may be regarded as more endurable. For it was still a shared poverty, and 

from their pitifully inadequate supplies, the poor gave food to those who were hungrier 
than they. 

We have been unable to revise our ethic fast enough to fit our changing condition. The 
unadorned truth is that we do not need now, and will not need later, much of the 
marginal labor - the very young, the very old, the very uneducated, and the very 
stupid. This fact continues to go unrecognized as we talk about "full employment. " The 
temporary stringencies of a wartime situation obscure the fact that our economy will 
need fewer workers per unit of output with every year that passes. The old need for 
cheap labor is fast disappearing, and with it the ability to coerce people into taking ill- 



paid, unsafe, and low-level jobs by the physical threat of starvation, and the 
psychological threat of a loss of self-respect and autonomy. As minimum wage laws go 

into effect, machinery simply replaces human cotton pickets in the Southeast-and New 

York and Chicago have more mouths to feed. 

If these migrations had occurred at a time when society was still willing to starve them 
into working, and then pay them starvation wages, the results would undoubtedly be 
different. But today we are caught in the midst of a half-realized ethical revolution; we 
are too rich and conspicuously affluent to bear to use starvation as a weapon. Yet we 
are too traditional minded to realize the drastic revisions we will have to make to bring 
our social expectation in line with the facts of our changing technology. 

Like all colonial peoples, we have attempted to preserve certain elements from our 
ancestral culture. These ways of thinking and being tend to continue despite new 
situations to which they are inappropriate. Such discrepancies between the ethic and 
the reality have been maintained for hundreds of years. We can be forced to examine 
our ancient premises by crisis or threat of crises such as is now presented by pollution 
of the human environment, by the chaotic state of the inner cores of our large cities, by 
the population explosion, and by the need to readjust our methods of distribution to fit 
changes in production that are the concomitants of automation. 

Each attempt to assume greater federal responsibility is fought as an increase in 
bureaucratization. Those who advocate federal responsibility for slum clearance, 
schools, or welfare in one area of the country will fight against it in another area where 
the same conditions prevail. They will do so in the face of the obvious inability of 
localities with very different resources to cope equally with a national burden. 

Yet, in a situation of total war, people not only have to contribute resources, labor, and 
military service, but also want to contribute to the outcome of the struggle. A 
guaranteed annual income would provide the same kind of total involvement-not only 
would everyone be taxed, but everyone would be involved personally as a participant. 
Both contributing to, and receiving, a guaranteed annual income could and should be 
viewed as greater participation in the life of the nation. 

A relationship between ambition and larger families would not in itself be evil, and 
could be corrected by changing trends in middle class ideals about family size. 

The small but important upper class in the United States has always been faced with a 
society lacking a responsible role for its fortunate elite-a society that presented its 
upper class with nowhere to go but down. There has been no consistent, continuous role 
for members of our upper class families. There has been the additional handicap that 
they belonged to families and not to a nationwide class»

Curtis and Arnold Toynbee, the latter as director of the department for the whole period 
1939-1946»

Rapazes de Oxford e Cambridge, do lado britanico, e de Yale, Harvard e 
Princeton, do lado americano. E e precisamente por isso que, em tantas series de ficcao 
sobre a CIA, o lider senior costuma ter um sotaque britanico. Esse e dos poucos 



aspectos que nao sao mera ficcao, nessas series, mas sim um reflexo de como as coisas 
realmente funcionam (ilustrar com capa do Anglo-American Establishment).

Do mesmo modo, se 
quiser saber antecipadamente quais sao as proximas crises globais e os proximos 
acordos internacionais, deve ir as publica?6es de Chatham House, do Council on 
Foreign Relations, do European Council on Foreign Relations e do IPR. Muito pouca 
coisa e realmente espontanea, no nosso mundo. 



Rhodes - Boer War - Apartheid - Inicio do seculo 20 . 

Cecil Rhodes surge em cena. 

Cecil Rhodes era o homem de Lord Rothschild e dominava a Colonia do Cabo . Rhodes 
era o homem de Lord Nathan Rothschild e do Banco de Inglaterra. Assumiu-se como a 
suprema autoridade, um virtual senhor feudal, da Colonia do Cabo, onde controlava os 
varios partidos. A sua fortuna tinha sido contruida com base na exploracao de ouro e de 
diamantes, e no roubo de terra aos nativos. Estabelece um monopolio de exploracao 
sobre as minas de diamantes da Africa do Sul, com a De Beers Consolidated Mines, e 
constroi um imperio de exploracao de minas de ouro com a Consolidated Gold Fields. 
Estabelece tambem a British South Africa Company, para explorar os recursos naturais 
do que viria a ser a Rodesia e o Botswana. 

"Um tratado e uma folha de papel' . Rhodes usava a tactica colonial de assinar aliancas 
com as tribos enquanto precisava delas, e de destrui-las quando deixassem de ser uteis. 
Comeca por estabelecer um tratado de paz com os Matabeles e, quando ja nao lhe dao 
uteis, extermina-os e rouba-lhes o territorio (atraves das operacoes do Dr. Jameson), 
assim estabelecendo a Zambezia, mais tarde Rodesia. 



Guerra Boer. 

A geografia da altura rverificarl . 

Colonias Boer: Transvaal, Orange Free State 

Colonias Britanicas: Rhodesia/Zambezia, Cape [Colony/Town] Hope, Basutoland, 
Swaziland, Bechuanaland, Griqualand West. 

Agitacao em Joanesburgo, Jameson Raid . Em 1895, Rhodes faz pianos para derrubar o 
regime Afrikaner de Paul Kruger, o Presidente do Transvaal. Rhodes organiza uma 
revolta dos subditos britanicos em Joanesburgo. A revolta foi financiada pelo proprio 
Rhodes, e deveria ser conduzida pelo seu irmao, Frank, e outros apoiantes leais. Apos a 
revolta, seguir-se-ia a invasao militar do Transvaal por tropas britanicas de 
Bechuanaland e da Rhodesia, lideradas pelo Dr. Leander Jameson. A revolta foi um 
fracasso, e acabou com a prisao de Jameson, e com o embaraco de Rhodes. O Jameson 
Raid foi organizado com os recursos e fundos da BSAC. 

Campanha de propaganda com Flora Shaw . Ao mesmo tempo, coordena uma campanha 
de propaganda na Inglaterra, atraves de pessoas como William T. Stead e Flora Shaw, 
que escrevem pe?as fraudulentas sobre as dificuldades impostas pelos Boer aos 
colonistas britanicos. 



Rhodes e o controlo da opinido publica. « u fWeJ should inspire and even own portions 
of the press for the press rules the mind of peoples Cecil Rhodes, Confessions of Faith, 

1877 

Flora Shaw, aprecursora de Judith Miller. O habito de usar mulheres carismaticas 
para publicitar propaganda de guerra continuara a ser usado no seculo seguinte, 
notavelmente no pre-guerra do Iraque, com Judith Miller e as suas historias sobre 
WMDs. O tipo de histeria que Flora Shaw protagonizou e directamente comparavel as 
campanhas propagandisticas que sao conduzidas hoje em dia, para legitimar a invasao 
de paises arabes. 

General Butler, sobre a propaganda de Rhodes. O General Butler escreveu ao 
Secretario Colonial (Colonial Secretary) a 18 de Dezembro de 1898 que «All the 
political questions in South Africa and nearly all the information sent from Cape Town 
are being worked by what I have already described as a colossal syndicate for the 
spread of false information». 

Jogo dialectico, com Lord Milner, Lord Esher e Jan Smuts . Rhodes nao se deu por 
vencido, e comecou a preparar um segundo piano para guerra. Conseguiu fazer nomear 
o seu braco-direito, Lord Alfred Milner, como Alto Comissario para a Africa do Sul. 
Em Londres, Lord Esher, um dos confidentes de Rhodes, tornou-se o conselheiro 
politico do Rei Eduardo. Para o lado Boer, Rhodes envia o seu parceiro de negocios, Jan 
Smuts, para acirrar os animos junto dos Boers, e provocar a guerra. A dialectica em 
accao: 

«By a process whose details are still obscure, a brilliant young graduate of Cambridge, 
Jan Smuts, who had been a vigorous supporter of Rhodes and acted as his agent in 
Kimberly [South Africa's largest diamond mine] as late as 1895 and who was one of the 
most important members of the Rhodes-Milner group in the period 1908-1950, went to 
the Transvaal and, by violent anti-British agitation, became state secretary of that 
country (although a British subject) and chief political adviser to President Kruger; 
Milner made provocative troop movements on the Boer frontiers in spite of the vigorous 
protests of his commanding general in South Africa, who had to be removed; and, 
finally, war was precipitated when Smuts drew up an ultimatum insisting that the 
British troop movements cease and when this was rejected by Milner. » 

Jan Smuts e recompensado pelas suas accoes . Jan Smuts seria largamente 
recompensado pelas suas accoes, tornando-se uma das figuras essenciais do Imperio 
Britanico para as decadas seguintes [sera elevadamente recompensado pelos seus 
actos, com altas posicoes no imperio britanico]. 

A Guerra Boer dura 2 anos e meio e e um fracasso militar britanico . Tendo colocado os 
seus homens de ambos os lados, Rhodes conseguiu dar inicio a guerra, que comeca com 
a invasao britanica de Outubro de 1899. Os britanicos, considerados o melhor exercito 
do mundo, nao tern a vida facilitada. Uma forca mal preparada de 40.000 agricultores 
Boer resiste durante 3 anos (a guerra comeca em 1899), e chega a infligir varias derrotas 



humilhantes, a um exercito britanico com lOx o seu numero. Apos 2 anos e meio de 
combate feroz, os Boer foram forcados a render-se (com Jan Smuts a facilitar a derrota 
final, uma rendicao humilhante). 

Campos de concentracao durante a Guerra Boer . Uma parte integrante da vitoria 
britanica e o uso de campos de concentracao. Os britanicos nao estao interessados 
apenas em conquistar os estados de Orange e Transvaal. Querem completa 
desculturalizacao e reducao populacional, tanto dos Boer como, especialmente, dos 
nativos sul-africanos. (Esta guerra vai dar o pontape de saida para o seculo XX, em mais 
do que um sentido. Os britanicos levam a cabo uma politica de terra queimada, 
destruindo sistematicamente as terras e os pertences dos Boer e das tribos locais. 
Populacoes inteiras sao deslocalizadas, e colocadas a forca em campos de concentracao, 
cinicamente apelidados de "campos de refugiados". Nos campos, e levado a cabo o 
exterminio calculado das populacoes; a fome e atraves da propagacao deliberada de 
doencas. A guerra propriamente dita tira a vida a 15.000 combatentes. Mas os campos 
de exterminio tirarao a vida a pelo menos o triplo desse numero. 

Lizzie Van Zyl . Esta menina morreu no campo britanico de Bloemfontein. Os pais 
conheciam-na como Lizzie Van Zyl. Mas, para Cecil Rhodes e para os eugenistas 
britanicos, era apenas uma inapta que tinha de ser purgada em nome da evolucao. 

Sistema britanico serve de base aos campos nazis e sovieticos . Decadas depois, o 
sistema britanico de exterminio sera estudado ao detalhe por oficiais sovieticos e nazis, 
e aperfeicoado nos gulags russos e nos campos nazis. 



A Uniao da Africa do Sul e estabelecida, sob o Milner's Kindergarten. 

Quando Rhodes morre, Milner toma conta da operacao . Rhodes nao viveu para ver a 
concretizacao do seu sonho, a Uniao da Africa do Sul. Milner assumiu a administracao 
da antiga republica como territorio militarmente ocupado. 

Milner's Kindergarten . Os territorios sao federados numa Uniao. Os homens de 
confianca de Cecil Rhodes foram colocados em todos os postos governamentais chave - 
Milner's Kindergarten. Qualquer um destes homens viria a desempenhar funcoes de 
topo no Imperio, nas decadas seguintes. A Africa do Sul tern independencia 
administrativa mas, fazendo parte do Imperio, responde a Coroa e ao establishment na 
Gra-Bretanha. 

Destribalizacao . O Kindergarten da inicio as politicas que levam ao apartheid. E 
adoptada uma politica de completa destribalizacao. Os nativos sao forcados a entrar no 
sistema monetario, as terras sao-lhes roubadas, sao colocados em reservas e em favelas 
urbanas, e nao tern quaisquer direitos civis. A sua utilidade, para Cecil Rhodes e os seus 
parceiros, e a de trabalhar em minas de ouro e diamantes. 



Apartheid, gerido por Londres, culpado nos Afrikanders. This was the essence of 
the Apartheid. The boys in London took the decisions and the profits, while the 
Afrikander henchmen were left to take the blame. 



Sob varias perspectivas, o seculo XX comecou com a Guerra Boer. 

Campos de concentracao . 

O uso extensivo de propaganda como metodo de guerra . 

Da inicio a mini-guerra fria na Europa, que leva a I Guerra . 



Rhodes - Commonwealth - Imperio Britanico global . 



Rhodes tinha grandes pianos para o mundo. 



Ideia de federacao mundial era a extensao logica do imperialismo europeu. 

John Ruskin e William T. Stead advogam imperio britanico globalizado . Mas muito 
antes, a nocao de que o imperio britanico se deveria tornar num imperio global, numa 
federacao do mundo, ja se tinha espalhado pela alta sociedade britanica. Intelectuais 
como John Ruskin ou William T. Stead tornam-se os principals advogados dessa ideia. 

Imperio global, por e para alta financa . 

Este projecto e a extensao logica do imperialismo europeu . 

Lionel Curtis . Lionel Curtis e o homem que da a cara pela criacao de uma 
Commonwealth global (com o seu livro de 1916, "The Commonwealth of Nations), 
centrada na Gra-Bretanha, e modelada a imagem do modelo britanico. 



Usar riqueza economica ocidental para adquirir controlo sobre o resto do mundo. 

Assumir controlo sobre todos os recursos no mundo - naturais e humanos . A ideia era 
usar a riqueza economica ocidental para adquirir o resto do mundo, passo a passo, e 
tomar posse de todos os recursos: naturais e humanos. 

Colocar o mundo inteiro sob o mesmo sistema . 

Usar o modelo britanico, seculo XIX . Todo o mundo seria organizado segundo o 
modelo da Gra-Bretanha, i.e., controlado pela banca, democratico a superficie, mas na 
pratica um sistema de duas classes, controlado de modo despotico por interesses 
privados, com vagas e vagas de funcionalismo estatal para gerir as massas. 



Unidades progressivamente maiores de organizacao. 

De colonias a paises, de paises a unioes, dai para superestados continentals . 
Organizacao por blocos continentals, que jogariamjogos dialecticos entre si, e que 
responderiam a autoridade dos banqueiros e de uma unica organizacao mundial. A ideia 
seria, portanto, a de ter o mundo organizado por uma serie de Unioes regionais e 
continentals, e mais tarde fundido num unico sistema global. 



Uma uniao Europeia, outra Americana, outra Asiatica, e por ai fora . 

Passo final, a Federacao do Mundo, sob gestae- da alta financa e de agendas globais . 

O epicentro seria a City de Londres . O epicentro de transicao seria a City de Londres. E, 
quando as varias partes do mundo estivessem federadas, o centrum informal do imperio 
global seria, tambem, a City. 

Governancia do global ao local . 



Estado-nacao, um veiculo temporario. 

Implementar estado-nacao em zonas tribais, e mais tarde desmantela-lo . Nas regioes 
onde nem sequer existisse estado-nacao, como em muitas zonas tribais, este teria de ser 
construido, como factor organizador do territorio, mas mais tarde teria de ser 
submergido no sistema multinacional, apos o que desapareceria sob neo-feudalismo. 

Rodesia como exemplo do anterior . 



Auto-governacao, ou a ilusao de escolha. 

As grandes decisdes seriam sempre tomadas nos grandes centros financeiros . Na 
federacao global de Rhodes e Curtis, os estados poderiam alegar tomar as suas proprias 
decisoes, mas as decisoes sao realmente tomadas nos grandes centros financeiros, que 
controlam os estados. 

Economia, financa, academia, sao controlados a partir do exterior . Portanto, ha 
independencia politica, mas os sectores que interessam - economia, financa, academia, 
etc - sao controlados a partir de fora, pelo establishment bancario. 

E mais facil governar um pais quando o seu povo acredita que se esta a auto-governar . 
Isso teria lugar atraves do principio da auto-governacao: quando um territorio passa a 
"poder tomar as proprias decisoes", torna-se mais facil geri-lo, porque os ocupados 
pensam que estao a tomar decisoes por si, e nao tern tendencia a ver a 'mao por detras da 
cortina'. A ideia e a de que e mais facil governar povos inteiros se eles acreditarem que 
se estao a governar a eles proprios, e que estao a tomar as suas proprias decisoes. 



Reabsorcao dos EUA no Imperio Britanico. Rhodes pretendia que o Imperio 
Britanico voltasse a absorver os EUA. Washington poderia ate ser a capital do mundo 
durante os proximos 100 anos. No testamento de Cecil Rhodes: 

"The extension of British rule throughout the world, the perfecting of a system of 
emigration from the United Kingdom and of colonization by British subjects of all lands 



wherein the means of livelihood are attainable by energy, labour, and enterprise, . . . 
the ultimate recovery of the United States of America as an integral part of a British 
Empire, the consolidation of the whole Empire, the inauguration of a system of 
Colonial Representation in the Imperial Parliament which may tend to weld together 
the disjointed members of the Empire, and finally the foundation of so great a power as 
to hereafter render wars impossible and promote the best interests of humanity. " 

Cuddy - Rothschild persuade Rhodes a incluir America . 

cuddyS - rothschild persuade rhodes a incluir america (lord rothschild desenvolveu 
uma nocao mais expandida de que teria de incluir a america) 

[e daquipara os EUA e Anglo-American Union, etc.] 



Cultura comum, lingua comum. Tambem haveria uma cultura comum, e uma lingua 
comum. [either Esperanto or pidgin English] 



Uma sociedade global elitista e hegeliana, baseada em darwinismo social. 

Federacao do Mundo seria governo planetario "organico" . A forma final seria um 
governo planetario, "organico", i.e., totalitario, baseado em principios 
hegelianos/totalitarios e social-darwinistas. 

Um Imperio Britanico aperfeicoado . 

Sociedade opressiva de duas classes . Seria uma sociedade global elitista, baseada em 
darwinismo social, e principios hegelianos, onde haveria os extremamente ricos, com 
todo o poder, e todos os outros, os extremamente pobres, que vivem na mais completa 
das degradacoes, e sob controlo/vigilancia permanente. 



A Commonwealth da o exemplo. 

Africa do Sul, Australia, India, Canada, mostram o caminho a seguir . Com os 
antecedentes historicos de Canada e India. Depois, a federacao das 5 colonias da 
Australia em 1901, seguida da federacao das 4 colonias da Africa do Sul, para formar a 
Uniao da Africa do Sul em 1910. 

Imperio Britanico seria o nucleo de onde nasceria o imperio global . A mudanca seria 
conduzida a partir do Imperio Britanico, que seria o nucleo de onde nasceria este 
imperio global. 



De Imperio Britanico a Commonwealth . Gradualmente, decidiu-se dissolver todos os 
lacos formais entre as dependencias britanicas - porem, na pratica, as dependencias 
seriam controladas por quern realmente interessava, as casas bancarias da City.

Portanto, «... integrating one sector of the economy -for example, coal and 
steel - will inevitably lead to the integration of other economic and political activities. 
We shall formulate it as follows: the initial task and grant of power to the central 
institutions creates a situation or series of situations that can be dealt with only by 
further expanding the task and the grant of power. » 

Outro ideologo disto foi o hungaro Bela Balassa . A base deste modelo de integracao foi 
sumarizada pelo Hungaro Bela Balassa nos anos 60. A medida que a integracao 
economica aumenta, as barreiras comerciais entre mercados diminuem. Balassa 
propunha que atraves deste processo a criacao final de uniao politica era inevitavel. 



Integracao europeia por "spillover": gerir problemas e crises, guiar o processo, 
expandir direccoes de accao.

No livro, Streit dizia que EUA e 
Gra-Bretanha deveriam formar um governo internacional baseado numa federacao de 
nacoes Atlanticas, uma ^Federal Union of the Democracies of the North Atlantic», «the 
Union of the North Atlantic democracies}}. Isto incluiria EUA, UK, Franca, Australia, 
Belgica, Canada, Dinamarca, Finlandia, Holanda, Irlanda, Nova Zelandia, Noruega, 
Suecia, Suica, e a Uniao da Africa do Sul. 

Integracao militar, diplomatica, economica e monetaria . A unificacao seria militar, de 
politica externa, e teria uma economia integrada baseada em comercio livre e no uso de 
uma moeda comum. «The right to grant citizenship...

UE (ideologia): Corporatismo, Neo-liberalismo, Sustentabilidade 



Corporatismo e equivalente a Fascismo Corporativo . 

UE impde uma ideologia: corporatismo e neo-liberalismo . A UE adopta e impoe uma 
ideologia economica como praxis tecnocratica. Nao existe debate ou contestacao. Essa 
ideologia esta inscrita em todo os programas de accao da Uniao e e neo-liberalismo, i.e. 
corporatismo, i.e. neo-feudalismo. 

Feudalismo e um sistema publico-privado, organizado por concessdes . Sob 
feudalismo, nao existe uma distincao entre dominios publico e privado. A soberania e 
exercida por entidades privatizadas, dotadas do poder coercivo e regulatorio do estado. 
A exploracao de qualquer dominio corporativizado da economia ou da sociedade nao e 
deixada a livre competicao; e feita por meio de concessdo. Isto significa que a estrutura 
governamental, publico-privada, atribui os direitos de controlo e regulacao de cada 
sector (ou franchise, ou concessao) a uma corporacao nomeada para esse efeito, 
igualmente publico-privada. 

Sociedade organizada em corpores, que detem poder para-estatal, regulatorio, coercivo . 
Por sua vez, essa corporacao atribui, a diferentes agentes de mercado, licencas e 
concessoes de operacao no sector. Essa corporacao e um corpore, um todo organizado 
que assume pleno controlo, integrado e unitario, sobre o seu respectivo sector. A 
corporacao e, claro, dotada de poder para-estatal, regulatorio e coercivo (parte da 
concessao original). Sob um sistema (neo-)feudalista, todos os dominios da economia e 
da sociedade sao tendencialmente corporativizados. Portanto, o exercicio de uma 
profissao e controlado e regulado pelo corpore dessa profissao, pela sua corporacao 
"legal" (ordem, corpora?ao profissional), e ninguem pode exercer essa profissao sem 
estar integrado nesse corpore e ser, por ele, autorizado a operar. Da mesma forma, 
alguem que pretenda explorar recursos naturais ou montar uma industria nao o pode 
fazer por meio de competi?ao livre e descentralizada. Precisa de obter uma concessao 
(ou licen?a, ou direito de franchise) da corpora?ao publico-privada que regula o sector 
respectivo (e.g. confedera?ao industrial). O sector e partido em diferentes por?6es, ou 
quotas, que sao atribuidas em concessoes. 

A integracao no corpore e compulsiva . Todos os agentes (pessoas, companhias, etc.) 
que sao concessionados por uma corpora?ao tern de estar integrados n 

Sistema concessionario leva a consolidacao: carteis, monopolios . Pela sua propria 
natureza integrativa, este tipo de organizacao de mercado encoraja a generaliza5ao do 
sistema de parcerias ao longo do sector, e com outros sectores. Isto e, uma grande 
familia feliz. O percurso obvio e historicamente normativo neste tipo de sistema e a 



concentracao e consolidacao de cada sector num numero progressivamente menor de 
maos. Isto e expresso na forma de carteis e de monopolios. 

Corporatismo e Fascismo; as brigadas, perseguicdes e limpezas seguem-se . O sistema 
feudalista, ou neo-feudalista, ou Corporatista, e mais aptamente conhecido como 
sistema Fascista; todos os pontos da explicacao anterior contem a essencia daquilo que 
define o Estado Fascista Corporativo da Europa dos anos 20 e 30. O nihilismo 
ideologico, as brigadas de jovens desempregados, as limpezas de grupos etnicos e 
ideologicos, sao os produtos obvios de um sistema que e ele proprio violento e 
autoritario, alicercado em unitarismo, comunitarismo, regimentacao socio-economica. 



Neo-liberalismo ("free trade") e o formato economico de Corporatismo. 

Neo-liberalismo, free trade, mercantilismo . Neo-liberalismo ("free trade", 
mercantilismo) e a implicacao economica da ideologia Corporativista. 

Sistema publico-privado de concessdes e alocacoes . Sob neo-liberalismo, nao existe real 
mercado livre capitalista, onde todos os agentes competem entre si sob um quadro 
regulatorio equidistante e universalista. A expressao "free trade" e uma demonstracao 
tipica de doublespeak. O que existe sob "free trade" e um sistema concessionary, que 
funciona do modo descrito atras. Sob "free trade", uma entidade qualquer comercial, ou 
mercantil, e concessionada para operar uma quota de exploracao 
(alocacao/concessao//ranc/zz'se) num qualquer dominio da economia. A concessao e 
atribuida pela corporacao publico-privada que regula o sector em causa e que, por sua 
vez, e concessionada para operar pela entidade soberana dessa economia, que sera uma 
"free trade area". Ou seja, um parlamento ou uma comissao central de governo 
concessionam uma organiza?ao A (sob o sistema UE, isto e um instituto publico- 
privado) para organizar esse sector economico e essa organiza?ao A concessiona a 
organiza?ao B (empresa, consorcio) para operar uma concessao nesse sector. A 
concessao pode ir de uma quota minoritaria no sector ate um monopolio de explora?ao. 
E geralmente acompanhada de uma serie de subconcessoes, como sejam isen5oes fiscais 
ou outros estatutos de excepcao. So as organiza?6es que sao concessionadas para operar 
podem efectivamente faze-lo. Todas as outras serao processadas e fechadas pela 
corporacao reguladora. 

Neo-liberalismo e o oposto exacto de capitalismo de mercado livre - doublespeak . Isto e 
o exacto oposto de capitalismo de mercado livre, que se baseia em competicao aberta e 
universal entre quaisquer agentes que pretendam entrar no mercado. O termo "free 
trade" e "valido" apenas na medida em que um sistema "free trade" visa maximizar a 
liberdade das partes concessionadas, por exclusao das partes que nao sao 
concessionadas. O termo neoliberalismo, sucedaneo exacto do liberalismo economico 
ingles, segue esta logica de doublespeak. Qualquer um dos dois e mercantilismo, a 
filosofia economica do imperio colonial e a negacao do liberalismo economico que 
estava a surgir com capitalismo de mercado livre. Pega-se num termo, usa-se esse termo 



como rotulo para passar a definir o exacto oposto daquilo que define, de forma a tentar 
neutralizar, suprimir, o significado original. 

Capitalistas de mercado livre apanhados entre mercantilismo de direita e de esquerda . E 
atraves deste jogo de doublespeak que capitalistas de mercado livre podem ser 
induzidos a trabalhar em prol dos seus inimigos a direita, os mercantilistas (neo-liberais) 
que pretendem oferecer-lhes proteccao do outro grupo de mercantilistas, a esquerda. O 
primeiro grupo pretende construir um mundo a imagem e semelhanca do Imperio 
Britanico, o benchmark global de mercantilismo. O segundo grupo prefere o modelo da 
CMEA, a grande area mercantil do Imperio Sovietico durante a Guerra Fria. Os dois 
modelos sao similares, com meras diferencas de pormenor. O mercantilismo publico- 
privado e multinacional de direita usa a retorica e a imagetica do "mercado livre". O 
mercantilismo publico-privado de esquerda usa a retorica e a imagetica da 
"solidariedade proletariat Ambos agem da mesma forma e ambos se baseiam em lei 
mercantil, ou concessionaria. A solucao e, claro, rejeitar ambas as formas de 
degeneracao autoritaria, imperial e colonial. 

Mercantilismo e sempre transnacional, como nos velhos tempos coloniais . "Free trade" 
tambem e chamado enganadoramente "free" por outro motivo: uma "free trade area" e 
sempre transnacional, com o movimento irrestrito de bens, capital e trabalho ao longo 
dos territorios ai incluidos. Afinal, "free trade" e o velho sistema mercantilista, que 
ascende dos velhos imperios coloniais/mercantis europeus. A companhia mercantil 
(multinacional) recebe uma carta de concessao da figura de soberania imperial (e.g. 
sistema UE) para conduzir comercio entre os varios territorios coloniais (espacos 
compreendidos pela "free trade area"). Os nativos nao tern direito a qualquer forma de 
privilegio por o serem; a companhia mercantil do rei recebe os privilegios. 

Capitalismo de mercado livre protege nativos nacionais contra mercantilismo colonial . 

Modelo ascende com estado-nacao Renascentista. O modelo de capitalismo de 
mercado livre ascende com o estado-nacao renascentista e inverte estas proposicoes. 
Sob capitalismo de mercado livre, os protagonistas da economia sao os nativos. Sao 
estes que recebem toda a proteccao, e nao a companhia mercantil de um qualquer rei, ou 
imperador. 

Proteccoes tarifdrias. A companhia mercantil tern de pagar para usufruir do privilegio 
de operar no territorio dos nativos. Isso e feito por meio do sistema de tarifas. Esse 
dinheiro e depois usado como colecta fiscal para investimento na economia interna. 

Regulacao equidistante, imparcial, favorecendo descentralizacao, PMEs. Um real 
capitalismo de mercado livre funcionara sob um modelo regulatorio equidistante e 
imparcial, por forma a favorecer a igualdade de oportunidades sem a qual o mercado 
deixaria de ser livre. Como tal, sera tendencialmente uma economia descentralizada, 
alicer?ada em pequenos e medios empreendimentos. Sera, portanto, uma economia 
alicer?ada em classe media. 



"Free trade": consolidacao de carteis e monopolios, corrida para o fundo . Pelo contrario, 
um sistema concessionaries "free trade", e um sistema de quotas e privilegios, 
funcionando em cartel (concertacao corporativa dos concessionados) ou, ate, em 
monopolio. Por esse mesmo facto, favorece a ascensao e a consolidacao de grandes 
interesses comerciais, ou mercantis; as actuais companhias multinacionais. Quando um 
mercado e dominado por um unico agente, ou por um conjunto muito limitado de 
agentes, o que acontece e a inevitavel estagnacao do sector, acompanhada de praticas 
autoritarias de mercado. Os concessionados sao livres para levar a cabo a historicamente 
normativa corrida para o fundo. Os custos de producao sao reduzidos ao minimo, com 
sequelas de igual sentido sobre salarios, condicoes laborais, qualidade dos produtos e, 
claro, quantidade de produtos (o cartel ou monopolio gera sempre escassez artificial por 
forma a poder estabilizar ou aumentar precos). 



Sustentabilidade c o fall-out da implementacao de mercantilismo. 

Devolucao socio-economica e despotismo economico, politico - Sustentabilidade . O 
nivel de vida em qualquer "free trade area" (dos velhos imperios mercantis as actuais 
FT A) e rapidamente reduzido ao minimo que e sustentavel para a continuidade do 
sistema economico consolidado. Pobreza, devolucao social, conflito, falta de 
oportunidades, sao os resultados inevitaveis. Direitos politicos sao perdidos, a medida 
que as estruturas governativas se tornam mais autoritarias, para suster o efeito de 
blowback. A sustentabilidade do mercado alicerca-se sobre esse processo geral de 
consolidacao, acompanhado de escassez artificial de producao, e de emiseramento, 
austeridade, devolucao social. Como tal, o sistema concessionary, e a sua sequela 
economica, "free trade", nao se limitam a destruir a liberdade do mercado; destroem 
tambem a liberdade politica e o nivel de vida dos cidadaos. 

"Desenvolvimento sustentavel", a nova economia mercantil/colonial . E claro que 
"desenvolvimento sustentavel" e a economia publico-privada consagrada pela UE. 
Nessa qualidade, e o oposto exacto daquilo que e significado por desenvolvimento. 
Desenvolvimento sustentavel e baseado em: consolida5ao de mercado (sob carteis e 
monopolios); imposi?ao de escassez artificial; rejei?ao de capitalismo de mercado livre 
e da universaliza5ao das classes medias; redistribui?ao de riqueza existente por oposi?ao 
a geracao de mais riqueza; despotismo economico e autoritarismo socio-politico; 
imposicao de atraso tecnologico; emiseramento continuo da popula?ao. 

Social market economy, a economia comunitaria das novas plantacdes . O mercado 
social, a "social market economy" e aquilo que ascende de tudo isto, a nova economia 
comunitaria de sharecroppers, baseada em redistribui?ao de recursos "comunitarios" 
(racionamento) e "trabalho social" (i.e., trabalho comunitario for?ado, remunerado por 
meio de "creditos sociais"). Nao existe diferen?a conceptual real entre isto e a comuna 
de servos ou a planta?ao de escravos do imperio mercantil. 



Mercantilismo/colonialismo - Free trade e sustentabilidade/neo-colonialismo . Na 
pratica, mercantilismo esta para colonialismo como free trade e sustentabilidade estao 
para neo-colonialismo. 



Sector publico torna-se publico-privado, transnacional e comunitario. 

Dominio "publico" torna-se publico-privado . Todos os servicos e dominios publicos sao 
"liberalizados" i.e., privatizados em maior ou menor grau. O que isto significa e que 
estes estatutos nao sao banidos, mas sao inteiramente desnaturados, deixando de ter 
qualquer tipo de validade ou correspondencia com o mundo real. 

PPP: Privatizacao sob consorcios dotados do poder coercivo do estado comunitarista . 
Todas as coisas que antes estavam no dominio publico (empreendimentos, 
infraestruturas, espacos, eter, agua, etc.) sao agora entendidas como "recursos 
comunitarios", a ser concessionados, colocados sob a "gestao" (controlo) de parcerias 
publico-privadas (i.e. consorcios privados dotados do poder do estado). 

O 
mesmo acontece com os servicos publicos per se. Ao mesmo tempo que sao tornados 
publico-privados, deixam de poder envolver-se em qualquer actividade que vise 
favorecer o estado-nacao enquanto tal (em verdade, o estado-nacao deixa de existir), por 
exclusao de todo e qualquer outro elemento. Todas as actividades que sao conduzidas, 
todas as decisoes que sao tomadas, tern de o ser em concertacao com parceiros 
transnacionais e publico-privadas. A filosofia e comunitaria: mesas redondas, consenso 
entre fascii (os diversos shareholders e stakeholders), exercida numa optica de local ao 
continental. 

Programas de forma(ta)cao para funcao e administracao publica . Existem programas de 
formacao e intercambios para a funcao e para a administra5ao publica, centrados na 
tematica da aplica?ao de regula?ao europeia: na pratica, ensinar funcionarios e 
administra?ao publica a pensar e a funcionar de acordo com o programa. 

Administracao publico-privada, mistura entre administracao colonial e quinta coluna . Se 
todos pensarem da mesma forma, se todos abra?arem o novo sistema de parcerias 
publico-privadas e total quality management, se todos encararem a UE como a fonte 
original de virtude burocratica a face da Terra, o que surge e uma integra?ao informal, 
porem eficiente, da administra?ao civil, onde a administra?ao publica de cada estado- 
na?ao funciona como uma mistura entre um destacamento colonial e uma quinta coluna 
em prol desta potencia estrangeira, UE. 



A corrida para o fundo em todos os sectores da economia europeia. 



UE conduz destruicao de sectores primario e secundario na Europa ocidental . Ao longo 
das ultimas decadas, a UE conduz a campanha para a desindustrializacao e para o de- 
desenvolvimento da Europa Ocidental, simultanea com a financializacao patologica das 
economias. Ao mesmo tempo, organiza instituicoes para fazerem um pool comum 
dessas financializacoes. Esse processo serve de placebo a perda efectiva da generalidade 
dos sectores primario e secundario. 

Agora, esta a fazer o mesmo no sector terciario, servicos . A Europa fica essencialmente 
limitada a um sector terciario, servicos, que agora corresponde a cerca de dois tercos da 
actividade economica ao longo da Europa ocidental. Agora, a UE esta tambem a 
conduzir a harmonizacao legal deste sector, ao longo de todo o espaco territorial 
europeu. Isto e essencial para a corrida para o fundo tambem nesse sector, com a 
generalizacao estandardizada de estatutos de consolidacao e com a reducao continua de 
criterios regulatorios (e.g. no dominio laboral). 



A UE e o principio concessionary de "subsidiariedade". 

"Poder legislativo e decisorio concessionado top-down, ao longo da escala" . Existe o 
principio de subsidiariedade, pelo qual se define que o poder legislativo e decisorio 
deve, de preferencia, ser exercido pelos orgaos que estao mais proximos da realidade 
concreta, i.e. orgaos superiores (mais gerais) nao devem fazer coisas que sao melhor 
feitas por orgaos inferiores (mais localizados). Ou seja, lei concessionaria, pela qual um 
orgao pode optar por "ceder" exercicios de poder, como privilegio, concessao, a um 
dependente. 

Arbitrariedade legal concessionaria, similar a lei feudal e imperial . E apenas mais uma 
das consequencias da arbitrariedade legal da UE. Nao existem poderes delimitados. 
Todo o poder pertence ao soberano, UE, que pode, porem, ser "magnanimo" (como um 
imperador germanico da Idade Media) e ceder poder decisorio as diferentes guildas e 
baronias ao longo da escala. 

Aparato UE tern sempre primazia soberana, estado-nacao e colocado nas linhas . Sob 
esta "partilha", a EU tern sempre primazia soberana, constitucional, que distribui ao 
longo da escala das institui?6es publico-privadas que compoem o aparato de 
governancia da "Europa", do local ao continental. Os estados-na5ao (governos e 
parlamentos nacionais) sao deixados com meros poderes residuais, provisoriamente 
cedidos pelo soberano.

Militariza^ao da Europa: Privatiza^ao e transnacionaliza^ao - ADE. 

Politica comum de defesa e seguranga, fusao de aparatos militares . O Tratado 
Constitucional abre as portas a implementagao de uma politica comum de defesa e 
seguranga. Isto implica a fusao de forgas militares e paramilitares (incluindo forgas 
policiais militarizadas). 

Multinacionalizacao e privatizacao de aparatos militares (PPP) . E claro que isto segue o 
modelo publico/privado, ja em vigor na generalidade dos aparatos militares, que sao 
gradualmente colocados sob este modelo, com contratadores privados a ganhar uma 
importancia progressivamente maior em questoes de planeamento e logistica e, em 
certos casos, nas proprias operagoes no terreno. Estas parcerias militares 
publico/privadas sao multinacionalizadas, i.e., sob gestao transnacional. Os seus 
diferentes destacamentos podem usar uma bandeira nacional (abaixo da bandeira 
imperial da UE), e cantar o hino nacional (em breve cantarao o hino europeu), mas nao 
tern qualquer fidelidade real aos estados-nagao dos quais sao originados. 

Agenda de Defesa Europeia (ADE), a Reichswehr europeia . Sao langadas as bases para 
uma ADE, uma forma de Pentagono, ou melhor ainda, de Reichswehr, para toda a 
Europa. 

Accao desde "estados de emergencia" ate combate aberto . Acgao em contextos que vao 
desde a lata mas esquiva "emergencia civil" (que pode ser declarada por quase qualquer 
motivo e e um rotulo agradavel para lei marcial, provisoria ou permanente), ate 
confronto aberto no campo de batalha. 

Subgrupos regionais, Eurocorps . 

Subgrupos regionais preparam caminho para foveas armadas europeias. O Tratado 
Constitucional requer que todos os estados-membro participem na implementagao desta 
politica comum de defesa e seguranga. Isto implica a contribuigao activa em termos de 
tropas e meios logisticos, bem como o envolvimento em acgoes de seguranga 
militarizada, definidas no contexto institucional europeu. Por enquanto ainda nao 
existem forgas armadas europeias, apesar de isso estar a ser preparado. O que ja existe 
sao passos regionais de preparagao para essa integragao maior. Isso e feito por meio da 
formagao de subgrupos de integragao, pelos quais varios estados-membro trabalham em 
conjunto nas mais variadas valencias de operagao militar. 

Entidades como Eurocorps tambem preparam o caminho. E claro que tambem ja 
existe o Eurocorps, o embriao de um exercito europeu, e preparativos para o 
desenvolvimento das FA europeias num modelo de forgas de reacgao rapida. 



Militarizacao da Europa: gradual, guiada por eventos e situates. 

Militarizacao da Europa sera gradual, conduzida por contextos e eventos . O processo 
sera gradual e acompanhara um conjunto de eventos e contingencias situacionais. 

Perturbacdes internas e terrorismo (real ou auto-infligido) . Perturbacoes internas, 
resultantes de situacoes de crise (socio-economica, catastrofes); resposta a eventos 
terroristas (auto-infligidos ou reais) dentro de espaco europeu. 

Acgao imperial em Africa, Asia Central - spillover para Med, Balcas . A execucao de 
tacticas ofensivas em Africa e, muito possivelmente, Asia Central. Problemas 
estrategicos ao longo de todo o eixo mediterranico e dos Balcas, nas interseccoes com o 
mundo islamico. 

Problemas com a Russia . Isto comeca com problemas "percebidos" com a Russia que, 
eventualmente, escalarao para situacoes reais. Essas situacoes irao acontecendo 
gradualmente ao longo do tempo, em episodios como o do escudo nuclear no ex-Bloco 
de Leste, ou o confronto armados na Georgia. Mas terao a tendencia de se agravar, algo 
que, eventualmente, precedera a fusao de uma UE alargada a Leste com a Russia (que, 
por essa altura, devera ser algo situado entre a fronteira ocidental actual e os Urais). Um 
dos elementos definidores devera ser a prossecucao de conflitos civis e paramilitares ao 
longo das zonas de pipelines, ao longo de todo o espaco interno da CEI, incluindo a 
propria Russia. 



Multinacionalizacao da policia - EUROPOL. 

EUROPOL, um comissariado acima da lei . Europol, definida pelo Tratado de Lisboa 
como comissariado transnacional com autoridade para agir com, mas acima de qualquer 
forca policial nacional. Os comissarios Europol tern imunidade criminal em toda a 
Uniao, o que inclui as proprias estruturas centrais do superestado. Isto e, um comissario 
Europol esta isento de qualquer forma de responsabilizacao legal ou criminal pelas suas 
ac?6es. Nem o KGB usufruia destes termos legais. 

Multinacionalizacao das forcas policiais . Coordena5ao e incremento de coopera?ao 
policial transnacional, o que inclui processos de formacao e harmonizacao de 
procedimentos. 



Estandardiza^ao de sistemas judiciais e criminals, sob modelo despotico. 

Legislacao transnacional europeia . Empoderamento da EU para criar defini5oes 
comunitarias para ofensas criminals e san5oes para crimes com uma dimensao 
transfronteiri?a. Isto resulta na formula?ao de legislacao europeia para governar o 



reconhecimento mutuo de decisoes judiciais relativas a crime transfronteirico e a 
harmonizacao entre leis e regulacoes de estados-membros, relativas a questoes policiais 
e judiciais com a mesma natureza transfronteirica, o que inclui regras sobre a 
admissibilidade de provas, direitos individuals em processos criminals, e os direitos de 
vitimas de crime. 

Julgamentos in absentia, deportacoes . E sob estes estatutos que surge a legislacao 
europeia pela qual um cidadao de um estado-nacao A pode ser acusado por um 
procurador de um estado-nacao B por uma ofensa criminal relativa ao codigo legal 
desse estado B, julgado in absentia no estado B e, se condenado, deportado 
forcosamente para B, para cumprir pena la. 

Estandardizacao de legislacoes nacionais, procedimentos judiciais . Harmonizacao 
gradual de leis e procedimentos judiciais nacionais, reconhecimento mutuo de decisoes 
judiciais e extra-judiciais. 

Modelo continental: magistrados inquisitoriais, detencao preventiva . A estandardizacao 
gradual dos sistemas judiciais europeus segue o benchmark dado pelo modelo 
continental, que nao conta com julgamento por juri, baseando-se apenas num sistema 
inquisitorial de magistrados (individuals ou por colectivos). Esse sistema permite 
detencao preventiva em varios paises (modelo que, sob legislacao anti-terrorismo, e 
suposto vir a ser generalizado). 

Cooperacao judicial transnacional (texto) . O texto da Constituicao europeia (que 
precede e origina o Tratado de Lisboa) definia os seguintes tramites para questoes de 
cooperacao judicial transnacional. 

^JUDICIAL COOPERA TION IN CIVIL LA W MA TTERS HA VING CROSSBORDER 
IMPLICATIONS: European laws "shall establish measures, particularly when 
necessary for the proper functioning of the internal market, aimed at ensuring 

(a) the mutual recognition and enforcement between Member States of legal judgements 
and decisions in extrajudicial cases; 

(b) the cross-border service of judicial and extrajudicial documents; 

(c) the compatibility of the rules applicable in the Member States concerning conflict of 
laws and of jurisdiction; 

(d) cooperation in the taking of evidence; 

(e) effective access to justice; 

(f) the elimination of obstacles to the proper functioning of civil proceedings, if 
necessary by promoting the compatibility of the rules on civil procedure applicable in 
the Member States; 

(g) the development of alternative methods of dispute settlement;

Direitos humanos (negacao de) - O "novo paradigma de direitos humanos". 

TEJ, autoridade suprema em questdes de direitos humanos . Tribunal Europeu de Justica 
assume autoridade maxima em questoes de direitos humanos. 

Poder sobre todas as areas da sociedade; "direitos humanos" sao ubiquos . Isto da ao TEJ 
(e a todas as outras instituicoes europeias envolvidas em litigacao de direitos humanos) 
poder significativo sobre virtualmente todas as areas da sociedade, uma vez que, sob 
legislacao europeia, quase todas as areas sao definidas como tendo dimensoes de 
direitos humanos, e legalmente elaboradas com a linguagem dos direitos humanos. 

Lei de direitos humanos da EU com supremacia sobre leis nacionais . 

Tentativa de impor um unico codigo pisa diversidade de codigos nacionais . «There are 
significant national differences in some sensitive areas of human rights law, for 
example in relation to marriage and succession, drugs, religious dress and symbols in 
schools, the rights of parents in education, the right to life etc., which make it 
inappropriate for a supranational court like the ECJ to attempt to lay down a 
universally acceptable common standard of human rights, even in the wide policy areas 
covered by EU law... EU human rights law would override any contrary national law 
and would have direct effect in all areas ofEU law» 

Tudo isto servira o "novo paradigma de direitos humanos" . A par da America do 
Norte, o espaco europeu e o berco da nocao de direitos humanos. O grande desafio do 
despota pos-moderno e destruir toda essa tradicao, o resultado do esforco e do 
sofrimento de geracoes, enquanto se persuade o publico de que e tudo para o seu bem. 
Portanto, enquanto se extinguem liberdades e direitos politicos, essas liberdades e 
direitos sao substituidos, na mente publica, por topicos irrelevantes e inconsequentes, 
single-issues, que tern o beneficio adicional de gerar balcanizacao e divisividade entre 
diferentes faccoes no publico. E claro que todos esses single issues tambem serao 
negados, assim que o sistema em si estiver em plena mocao e ja nao haja memoria de 
liberdades politicas. 

Substituicao arbitraria de liberdades politicas por divisividade ONGista . E claro que 
tudo isto vai ser usado para promover o "novo paradigma de direitos humanos": i.e. 
rejeicao arbitraria de direitos elementares e inalienaveis, e a sua substituicao provisoria 
pela redefini?ao ONGista de "direitos humanos" como tematicas politicamente 
irrelevantes e socialmente balcanizantes. Isto e, eventualmente uma pessoa podera casar 
com um animal e comprar narcoticos a parceria publico-privada responsavel, mas 
podera ser presa em segredo as 4am pela task force Europol, levada para paradeiro 
desconhecido, julgada in absentia por uma comissao militar, sob acusa?6es de 
"extremismo", com a acusa?ao a estar isenta do onus de prova. Podera depois ser 
deportada para um campo de "internamento e reabilita5ao", onde sera condenada a 



trabalho forcado e conversao psicossocial, sob estatutos Internment/Resettlement e JTF- 
GTMO, adoptados para o espaco juridico europeu atraves da parceria transatlantica do 
Transatlantic Economic Council (TEC). 



UE - Juliet Lodge e a Nova Europa Nazi 

Juliet Lodge: EU Homeland Security Agenda. 

Juliet Lodge: Transparencia total para publico, opacidade total para autoridades.

this intimate relationship between positive domesticisation and agonistic politicisation 
by interviewing the networks of EU -related political and social actors in two 
contrasting regions in Europe, Yorkshire in the UK (the paradigm of British 
euroscepticism) and Galicia in Spain (where the EU has been supported by most 
political elites), and by content-analysing the news that link the EU to these regions in 
their respective benchmark newspapers (The Yorkshire Post and La Voz de Galicia). In 
Yorkshire the predictions of the theory hold true (lack of identification leads to afriend- 
versus-enemy relationship), but in Galicia a positive domesticisation does not lead to an 
agonistic or left-versus-right politicisation ...

((Finally, the EU regime also shows strong signs of neo-corporatism, with a peak 
business association (Business Europe) and a peak trade union confederation (ETUC) 
as main social partners in continental co-governance. Both in Brussels and in the 
regions EU activities attract a highly selective group of organized civil society groups. 
On occasions, their independence is compromised by their financial reliance on 
Commission contributions. The modern discourse of governance (involvement of public 
and private actors in policy-making and policy-delivery) nicely fits with the principle of 
subsidiarity (making lower-level administrations the executors of upper-level 
regulations).

However, at the EU level the "emergency break" of ousting governments through 
popular elections is unavailable for Europeans. If elections change little at the national 
level, they change even less at the EU level»

Publicity becomes medieval 
("representative", "demonstrative") again, with political actors not representing 
citizens, but power. Publicity is no longer about (rational) discussion. The modern 
prince (the government, the bureaucracy) and the modern estates (business groups and 
labour unions) "represent their power 'before' the people, instead of for the people." 
(Habermas, 1973: 51). That is, "publicity imitates now that aura of personal prestige 
and supernatural authority so characteristic of representative publicity" (Habermas, 
1994 [1962] : 222)... The EU publicity is much about a Medieval "showing of power", 
the Council of the EU being its finest exponent»

«In order to be engaging, communicatively viable, EU politics must find a way of 
identifying governors and governed, and a way of agonising politics, of encouraging 
partisanship, of creating rivalry between "authentic principles that lead to very 
different approaches to governing" (Dionne Jr., 2010) ... according to Miiller, this 
"post-patriotic " EU (p. 128) has yet failed to address the two key Schmittian questions: 
"Who decides? " and "Who is the enemy? " Miiller 's response to the Schmittian 
imperatives strongly resonates with my discussion on the domestication and 
politicisation deficits of the EU: "The Union has no single identifiable locus of 
sovereignty, and it does displace 'the political' into the economic and the ethical -just 
as Carl Schmitt claimed liberalism always would" (p. 127, his italics). And, further to 
this point, "the Union is a liberal civil association, which is designed to liberate its 
members from the political, if the political is understood in a Schmittian manner. " (p. 
128, his italics). So, risking a daring interpretation of Miiller words, we could conclude 
that the EUwas invented to liberate Europeans from politics, from enemies, from the 
"others " inside. In ruling out war, the EU ended up ruling out politics. The EU, 
following Schmittian language, is highly liberal (conflict-avoidant) but poorly 
democratic (people do not feel as the true sovereign of the polity due to lack of 
identification with a ruler)... Our Schmittian suggestion is not hundred per cent 
Schmittian. It is actually closer to Mouffe 's revision of Schmitt 's theories (Mouffe, 
2000). Observing the rise of "deliberative democracy" and the end of distinction 
between left and right brought by Clintonism and Blair 's (or Giddens ') Third Way, 
Mouffe reacted claiming that such depolitisation was favouring the rise of the extreme 
right in European countries, which was introducing itself as the only authentic 
alternative to the establishment. Inspired by Schmitt 's concept of the political, Mouffe 
argued for an "agonistic " model of democracy, whereby the friend-enemy distinction is 
transformed into a contest between rivals with radical differences that must result in the 
temporary "hegemony" of one of them, that is, on the implementation of a given 
political programme, as long as constitutional guarantees are respected. Mouffe 's 
victory over a rival is not Schmitt 's annihilation of the enemy. It keeps the antagonistic 
(or, in Mouffe 's terms, agonistic) nature of politics, while keeping the common ground 
of a liberal constitution intact. Taking agonistic politics to the European level would 
imply believing in some sort of European demos, where opposition between Europeans 
is based on left-right divisions rather than on ethnic or national confrontations (e.g. 
eurosceptic countries versus federalist member states). Both Mouffe and Schmitt claim 
that, if the political is not made explicit, if sides are not allowed to fight and declare 
victory or admit defeat, the political will somehow come back, sometimes in undesirable 
and unexpected forms. For Mouffe, the left 's contemporary surrender to neoliberalism, 
its denial to confront the right with a radically different political project and instead 
disguising itself as "centre-left" or "third way", is making the labour class turn to 
extreme-right parties, as they are regarded as the true alternative to "the system "»

valid for EU citizens, but also for other diverse, multicultural democratic polities ... In 
contemporary studies on European integration, the claim that lack of homogeneity 
prevents the existence of a true European democracy is far from outlandish. For 
Majone, the decreasing participation in European elections is largely related to the 
absence of a true "European demos" (Majone, 2005). For Jolly, the psycho- 
sociological deficit of the Union (the lack of a "European political people") should 
prevent the EU from taking decisions with truly distributive consequences. After 
examining public opinion data, Jolly concludes that "Europeans do not see themselves 
a part of one democratic whole, but rather constituent units cooperating within an 
institutional framework called the EU (...) Areas that demand a high degree of 
solidarity should not be subjected to supranational government" (2007: 237-238). ..»

With no homogeneity, decisions based on majority (democracy) can be self- 
destructive for the polity if losers do not see winners as part of them... Schmitt on 
domesticisation: democracy as homogeneity... In a multiethnic and multicultural world 
as ours Schmitt 's claim that homogeneity is an essential principle in democracy may 
stand out as anachronistic at best, and xenophobic at worst [e simplesmente anti- 
humanoj ...for Schmitt, universal suffrage only makes sense when there is 
homogeneity... Inviting every other human being to decide upon the public affairs of a 
given territory would make the political equality of the citizens of that territory useless. 
Hence the need of a more "substantive " equality, that of national homogeneity. 
Equality is then related to identity, and identity to alterity (to the existence of a 
foreigner).

A UE do Tratado de Lisboa e um superestado federative 

Tratado de Lisboa e a fonte de autoridade constitutional . O tratado constitucional 
substitui os anteriores tratados para se tornar na fonte fundamental de autoridade legal 
para a nova EU. 

Tratado suplanta constituicoes nacionais, estabelece Estado supranacional (UE) . O 
tratado constitucional suplanta as constituicoes nacionais dos estados-membro, apesar 
de essas constituicoes continuarem a existir. As constituicoes nacionais tern de ser 
revistas e adaptadas (o mesmo acontecendo com toda a legislacao em vigor), para se 
conformarem aos tramites da constituicao europeia. Ou seja, o processo de ratificacao 
do Tratado e o momento sacrificial onde o estado-nacao se despoja de toda a sua 
soberania e poder constitucional de estado, e se subordina a autoridade de uma entidade 
supranacional que e, na pratica, uma Federacao, o novo imperium europeu. 

UE: personalidade juridica, existencia legal separada, soberania territorial . 
Personalidade juridica (legal personality) e existencia corporativa independente, 
legalmente separada dos estados-membro. Isto permite-lhe fazer tratados em seu proprio 
direito com outros estados e conduzir-se como um estado na comunidade internacional 
de estados. Assume soberania sobre todos os espacos territoriais, todos os estados- 
nacao, nela incluidos. Esta nova EU torna-se a soberana suprema pela primeira vez, o 
Estado. 

Governos nacionais tornam-se administracoes provincials . Todos os estados-nacao se 
tornam provincias e, as suas estruturas estatais nacionais, administracoes provincials. 

Primazia legal UE; poder directo (autoridade federal), indirecto (coordenacao) . Lei 
supranacional europeia assume primazia sobre todas as areas que os anteriores tratados 
intergovernamentais e comunitarios deixavam a soberania nacional. Todas essas areas 
passam a ser directamente reguladas ou, no minimo coordenadas, pela UE. Ao nivel 



nacional, constituicoes, leis e procedimentos tern de ser ajustados aos sistemas definidos 
pelo superestado europeu. O poder legal da Uniao e exercido de forma directa, por 
autoridade federal, ou indirecta, por coordenacao. 

Cidadania - passa a haver o "cidadao europeu" . Todos os cidadaos dos estados-membro 
passam a ser cidadaos da entidade soberana, do superestado Uniao Europeia, sujeitos 
aos direitos, deveres e condicionalidades do tetrico sistema legal e regulatorio do 
superestado. Em ultima analise, todo e qualquer "cidadao europeu" deve a sua 
fidelidade primaria a UE e nao ao seu estado-nacao, agora relegado a estatuto 
provincial. 

Negocios Estrangeiros: Politica comum, posto de MNE, corpo diplomatico autonomo . 
A nova UE tern o poder de definir e implementar uma politica comum de seguranca e 
negocios estrangeiros. Isto inclui o poder para negociar e assinar tratados e acordos, 
como um Estado, com os restantes estados da "comunidade internacional". E criado o 
posto de Ministro Europeu de Negocios Estrangeiros, responsavel pela conducao da 
politica comum de seguranca e assuntos externos. Este posto preside sobre o Concelho 
de MNE Nacionais. E instituido um corpo diplomatico europeu, que serve de base para 
as operacoes europeias de NE. 



A cxpansao continua de poderes federativos. 

Em duvida, o poder reverie sempre para a UE . Como a UE assume papel de soberania 
concessional de facto, tern os mais variados mecanismos que lhe permitem aumentar 
continuamente os seus poderes. Aqui aplica-se o mesmo principio que tern sido usado, 
formal e informalmente, desde o Tratado de Roma. Na duvida, o poder e atribuido a 
estrutura imperial. 

"United ever more closely", "ever closer union" . Esta filosofia e expressa em frases 
como "United ever more closely" (Constituicao de 2005, que origina o Tratado de 
Lisboa) e "ever closer union" (Tratado de Roma, 1957). E assumido como garantido 
que a direccao e sempre no sentido de fusao continua, progressivamente mais intensa. 
Este e um dos muitos enviesamentos ideologicos que definem a criacao desta 
abominacao institucional, o novo imperio corporativista europeu. 



As ultimas fronteiras: impostos e guerra. 

Uniao fiscal e compulsao de estados-membro a entrada em guerras, para o futuro . A UE 
do Tratado de Lisboa ainda nao e uma federacao de plenos poderes, na medida em que 
ainda nao pode compelir uniao fiscal (mas esta a tentar, sob a actual crise economica) e, 
ainda nao pode forcar paises a entrar em guerra, algo que e pretendido que venha para o 
futuro. 



"Tirando impostos e guerra, UE tern todas as marcas de estado Federal pleno" . 

"Constituicao, populacao, territorio, cidadania, moeda, forgas armadas" . 

"Legislature, executivo, judiciario" . 

"MNE e corpo diplomatico autonomo, poder para assinar tratados internacionais" . 

"100.000 paginas de lei federal, autoridade sobre provincias, bandeira, hino" . 

«Apart from these two aspects of taxes and war, the new Union would have all the key 
features of a developed Federal State: a population, a territory, a Constitution, 
citizenship, a currency, armed forces, a legislature, executive and judiciary, a Foreign 
Minister and diplomatic corps, some 100,000 pages of federal law, the right to impose 
fines and other sanctions on its Member States for failing to obey that law, the right to 
conclude international treaties with other States - and now of course its own flag,

Poderes directos, baseados em autoridade federal. 

Poderes exclusivos a UE . A Uniao recebe poder legal exclusivo para tomar decisoes 
relativas a tarifas e quotas, politica monetaria para a Eurozone, regras de competicao 
para o mercado interno, pactos comerciais com outros paises. 

Poderes partilhados entre UE e estados-membro (primazia UE) . O poder e "partilhado" 
entre EU e estados membro nos dominios de: mercado interno, politica social, 
agricultura e pescas, ambiente, proteccao de consumidores, transportes, energia, direitos 
humanos, seguranca e justica, ou sob certas questoes de saude publica. Sob esta 
"partilha", a EU tern sempre primazia soberana, constitucional, deixando os estados- 
nacao com poderes residuais ou meramente subsidiaries, cedidos pelo soberano nas 
alturas em que o mesmo concessione o exercicio desses poderes. 



Poderes indirectos, de coordenacao. 

Poderes de coordenacao . A UE tern poderes adicionais, de "suporte, coordenacao, 
accao complementar", em toda uma serie de areas adicionais: saude publica, industria, 
cultura, turismo, educacao, juventude, desportos, forma?ao vocacional, protec?ao civil, 
cooperagao administrativa. 

Regulacao indirecta pelas "forcas vivas do mercado" (TQM, propaganda, etc.) . A larga 
maioria da regula?ao indirecta praticada pelas "institui?6es europeias" e, desde ha 
muito, conduzida por meio de pura e simples manipula?ao social, politica e economica. 



Estandardizacao de procedimentos sob metodos TQM. Um metodo essencial e a 
definicao de metodos e procedimentos estandardizados, a ser aplicados a este ou aquele 
sector da economia e da sociedade. Estes casos sao protagonizados por parcerias, 
carteis, entre as principals organizacoes do sector e toda uma variedade de institutos 
publico-privados (governamentais, academicos, etc.). Sao definidos parametros de 
harmonizacao, best practices, benchmarks, total quality criteria, que sao depois 
difundidos atraves de organizacoes do sector, workshops, congressos, manuais 
(guidebooks, toolkits, rulebooks), propaganda corporate. No seu todo, estes metodos 
sao total quality management (TQM). 

Sugestdo ndo-coerciva -> "Transicao" -^Imposicao coerciva. Estes metodos 
comecam sempre por ser voluntarios e nao-regulatorios ate, mais tarde, serem tornados 
compulsivos. E claro que o entretanto e sempre considerado um periodo de "transicao" 
e uma companhia que adopte esses metodos tera sempre acesso a condicoes 
preferenciais (e.g. incentivos nacionais, sob consultoria europeia). 

Selos de qualidade ISO e a difusdo de pensamento pobre, formatado, impertinente. 

Tudo isto e apresentado com um ou outro "selo de qualidade" (ISO ou outro) e o 
patrocinio "respeitavel" e "serio" da magnanima e imperial Uniao da Europa. Nem a 
ISO nem a Uniao da Europa sao entidades crediveis, ou serias, e os resultados das suas 
best practices sao invariavelmente maus e desumanizantes. Ensinam as pessoas a pensar 
sob um formato particularista, empobrecido, miopico, autoritario, utilitarista, 
contabilistico e chamam-lhe "managerial" . Depois, sistematizam esse modelo de 
pensamento e accao para todo o sector; e ai que esta radicada a identidade do "cidadao 
europeu" que e, na pratica, um drone formatado TQM. 



Dominios de poder UE, outros exemplos. 

Regulacao da Internet, direitos de propriedade intelectual . Harmoniza?ao de legisla?ao, 
sob comando EU, sobre direitos de propriedade intelectual e sobre o dominio digital, i.e. 
regulacao da Internet. 

Investigacao cientifica, politica espacial, incluindo militarizacao do espaco . Programas 
de investiga?ao cientifica e tecnologica conjunta. Politica espacial europeia, que inclui 
um programa especial e tambem a militariza5ao do espa?o. 



Dominios de poder UE - Engenharia psicossocial. 

Politica cultural: vender neo-feudalismo e gloria imperial europeia . Politica cultural, o 
que, em muitos casos, tern passado por exposicoes e manuais, dirigidos a crian?as, pelos 
quais a historia do continente europeu e inteiramente distorcido e virado de pernas para 
o ar, por forma a promover a ideia de federalismo unitario. Os temas essenciais nestas 
obras sao: a) a ideia de que o estado-na?ao moderno provoca guerra e pobreza; b) a 



romantizacao da era medieval; c) a glorificacao da ideia do superestado federal, como 
sonho ambicionado por geracoes no passado, esperanca para o continente, iniciador de 
uma nova era para o planeta. 

Tudo na UE e engenharia psicossocial . Tomemos o exemplo do desporto, que e definido 
com um twist, como tendo varias funcoes: voluntaria, social, educacional. Cada uma 
destas valencias e uma oportunidade para injectar doutrinacao psicossocial. A UE e uma 
entidade Caldaica. Tudo e engenharia psicossocial, manipulacao maieutica, jogos de 
ilusao. 

Promover colectivismo e managerialismo. A politica desportiva (e tal coisa existe, 
Deus) e, portanto, usada para promover valores de harmonia colectiva, 
interdependencia, "managerialismo". O benchmark inconfessado sao as dancas 
olimpicas colectivas dos jogos de Berlim, 1936, ou dos mais recentes jogos de Pequim. 
Todas as faculdades de educacao fisica e todos os ginasios e clubes desportivos 
comunitarios tern os seus pequenos guidebooks e toolkits, elaborados para debeis 
mentais, a explicar quais sao os criterios de interaccao e relacao social que os 
"especialistas" definem, para a "optimizacao" de uma "saudavel" pratica desportiva. 

Desporto em voluntariado obrigatorio comunitdrio. A politica desportiva sera tambem 
harmonizada com programas de "voluntariado social" (mais tarde, servico "voluntario 
obrigatorio" na comunidade). Os pequenos voluntarios obrigatorios comunitarios terao 
de dar licoes de maratona as "criancas da comunidade", ou de danca a idosos (os que 
ainda nao tiverem sido eutanizados por seda?ao continua profunda) e depois receberao 
os seus creditos sociais da semana. 

Programas politicos. Da mesma forma, sera/e usada para promover programas 
politicos, atraves de "maratonas pela Europa", "ginastica por Bruxelas" (ginastica fisica 
pelos ginastas de palavras), "corridas por Africa" (quando for necessario justificar a 
invasao de um pais pelos drones formatados do Eurocorps). 



A estrutura anti-democratica da UE (cita^oes). 

"Estrutura anti-democratica favorece oligarquias governantes" . E um erro colocar as 
coisas em termos dos meros empregados e funcionarios. Seria mais correcto falar das 
oligarquias financeiras, que conduzem e direccionam todo o processo, e empregam 
hostes de falhados e pessoas formatadas para fazer o trabalho incomodo. 

"Perdedores sao os estados-nacao e a tradicao liberal-democratica da Europa" . «The 
beneficiaries of this centralizing, undemocratic structure would be some dozens of top 
politicians and judges, some hundreds of senior bureaucrats at supranational and 
national level, and a cohort of publicists, ideologues and recipients of EU patronage 
across the 25 Member countries. The losers would be the 25 National Parliaments, 
which would be deprived of more of their power to make laws - and the 450 million 



citizens of the EU Member States who would thereby lose the power to elect their own 
law-makers and decide by whom they are governed» 

"UE nap e um governo democratico, do, pelo e para o Povo" . 

"Com efeito, nao existe sequer um demos europeu, nem pode ser fabricado" .

"On behalf of citizens and States" [Convencao nao e representativa de nenhuns deles! , 

"United ever more closely", "ever closer union" [fusao constante e continual .

Sustentabilidade ("responsability for future") e governancia global ("Earth") . Na 
mesma frase e unido o legales para sustentabilidade global (i.e. de-desenvolvimento, 
subdesenvolvimento, consolidacao economica e politica, austeridade global) e para 
governancia global, "Terra" como entidade legal, com T maiusculo. A primeira 
tentativa de ensaiar alguma forma de estatuto legal para a "Terra", que sera representada 
pelo sistema publico-privado ONU, e em Durban, COP17. A "Terra" sera o governo 
planetario. A EU esta aqui a preparar o terreno constitucional que lhe permitira vir a 
jurar fidelidade ao governo da "Terra". 



«The Preamble's second paragraph refers to "Europe, reunited after bitter experience. " 
Yet Europe has never been politically united, anymore than Africa or Asia have, except 
for brief periods of dictatorship when much though not all of it was under the Roman 
Empire, and later Napoleon Bonaparte and Adolf Hitler... The Preamble goes on to 
express the conviction that "the peoples of Europe are determined to transcend their 
former divisions and, united ever more closely, to forge a common destiny (and that)... 
Europe offers them the best chance of pursuing ...the great venture which makes of it a 
special area of human hope. " It is simply untrue to say that "the peoples of Europe" are 
united in their determination "to forge a common destiny". In truth most of the EU's 
peoples are being given no say whatever in this Treaty-cum-Constitution that is being 
foisted on them from above. Only a minority of EU States are holding referendums on 
it... The Preamble's final paragraph reads: "Grateful to the members of the European 
Convention for having prepared the draft of this Constitution ..." Yet no one asked the 
Convention to draft a Constitution. It was a self-assumed task by the Euro-federalists 
who dominated it. The Laeken Declaration which established the Convention mandated 
it to make proposals for a more democratic and transparent EU, one closer to citizens. 
It spoke of the possibilty of repatriating powers from the EU to its Member States, 
whereas the Draft Constitution proposed the opposite. The Declaration referred to an 
EU Constitution only as a possibility "in the long run ". By no stretch of the imagination 
is it true to say that the 105 members of the Convention that drafted the Constitution 
really prepared it "on behalf of the citizens and States of Europe. "Each country had 
only three representatives. Each Government has only one. None of the National 
Parliaments which had two representatives each had discussed beforehand the 
principle of whether they wanted deeper integration. None of them discussed the 
implications of dissolving the existing European Union and Community and replacing it 
by a new Union in the constitutional form of a supranational European Federation 
where the laws for 450 million people would be made by committees of 25 persons on 
the EU Councils of Ministers... "United ever more closely" echoes the phrase 
"determined to lay the foundations of an ever closer union" in the 1957 Treaty of Rome, 
which implied a continual never-ending process of integration, embodied in treaty after 
treaty. The insertion of this phrase would continue to license the Court of Justice to 
decide future court cases in terms that advance such closer integration, constitutionally 
and politically... "Europe" as "a special area of human hope"?... Has Europe not often 
been an area of human hopelessness? What of all the human hopelessness Europe has 
engendered, on its own territory and in other continents, by the actions of some of its 
political elements over the centuries? In pursuing "the great venture which makes of it 
(i.e. Europe) a special area of human hope" Europe's peoples are stated to be united "in 
awareness of their responsibilities to future generations and the Earth" - Earth with a 
capital letter. The implication seems to be that responsibilities to a personified Earth, 
with capital "E", are more serious than to "earth" in lower-case! What exercise in

UE — Tribalismo identitdrio e ofim do estado-nagdo cldssico 



Identitarismo produz sempre balcanizacao, guerra social, totalitarismo. 

A ideologia UE inclui identitarismo, uma marca totalitaria . A ideologia da UE inclui um 
dos pontos normativos em qualquer filosofia totalitaria, identitarismo. 

Identitarismo significa despersonalizacao, balcanizacao, guerra social . Sob 
identitarismo, a populacao e balcanizada ao longo das mais diversas linhas raciais, 
etnicas, culturais, sexuais, economicas. De cada individuo, e esperado que submerja a 
sua individualidade numa qualquer "identidade" colectiva. Essa "identidade" tera 
"identidades" aliadas e "identidades" inimigas. Isto gera sempre uma situacao de 
despersonalizacao colectiva e de guerra de todos contra todos, na sociedade. Os 
sentimentos prevalentes sao odio, arrogancia, mesquinhez de grupo. O impulso 
dominante e expresso pela dialectica dominar/ser dominado. Nao existe igualdade, a 
nao ser aquela igualdade provisoria que pode ser obtida no seio de um mesmo grupo 
identitario, ou entre grupos identitarios temporariamente aliados. 

Sociedade totalitaria ascende da guerra social de todos contra todos . A pessoa 
desindividuada, colectivizada numa destas "identidades", embarcara nesta forma de 
psicose colectiva. Contribuira para balcanizar e destruir a sociedade em que esta 
incluida e ajudara a lancar as bases para a sociedade totalitaria que ascende a partir 
dessa destruicao. O saco de gatos abre espaco a autoridade militarizada central, que 
surge para "normalizar" a situacao. 

Sociedade totalitaria destroi qualquer forma de diversidade e impde monocultura . A 
sociedade totalitaria em si extingue a larga maioria dos grupos identitarios. E o velho 
padrao do colonialismo sovietico, que todas as formas de identitarismo nas sociedades a 
conquistar e, quando o fazia, prendia e/ou executava a larga maioria dos revolucionarios 
identitarios que tinham contribuido para a mudan?a social. No final, so ficava uma 
monocultura burocratica militarizada e, eventualmente, algumas formas de balcaniza?ao 
etno-racial, ao longo do sistema de comunas. 



O fim do estado-nacao classico e a ascensao de tribalismo identitario no espaco UE. 

UE consagra balcanizacao social identitaria . O Tratado de Lisboa, em linha com a 
filosofia identitaria da UE, enfatiza a "importancia" das identidades nacionais dos varios 
povos que estao integrados no espa?o legal europeu. Aqui nunca estamos a falar dos 
estados-na?ao modernos, mas sim dos diferentes grupos identitarios que estao 
distribuidos ao longo do espa?o da UE. 



Universalismo classico substituido por multiculturalismo identitario, neo-feudal . Ao 
mesmo tempo que isto acontece, e lancada a base para a bestializacao das redoes 
interpessoais no espaco europeu. Os preceitos filosoficos e morais que sustinham o 
estado-nacao classico sao gradualmente substituidos por mentalidade identitaria, 
definida por preconceito, despersonalizacao, antagonismo, belicismo. Esse e um retorno 
geral a mentalidade feudal, que conceptualiza o mundo como estando repartido por 
grupos tribais que sao antagonisticos e mutuamente exclusivos. 

Estado-nacao classico balcanizado em colectivismos tribalistas . O antigo estado-nacao 
produziu o estado de direito etnicamente universalista, pelo qual so os individuos 
contam, nao as etnias ou as racas. Esse estado de direito nem sempre funcionou; mas na 
Europa que ascende do Holocausto e do colonialismo, estava finalmente em vias de 
fazer jus aos seus principios. Agora, a esse estado de direito e sumariamente rejeitado e 
eliminado e substituido por um retorno geral a colectivismo tribalista. O paradigma e 
multiculturalismo identitario, onde as pessoas sao psicossocialmente colectivizadas por 
linhas identitarias e, depois, balcanizadas e antagonizadas ao longo dessas linhas. 

Fim de fronteiras nacionais e choques dialecticos - identitarismo vs diversificacao . Isto 
entra em linha com o desapoderamento do estado-nacao na definicao de politicas 
comuns para controlo de fronteiras, imigracao, asilo ("border controls, asylum, 
immigration", em euro-terminologia). Ou seja, o estado-nacao deixa inteiramente de 
existir tambem neste ponto, perdendo controlo sobre um dos seus principals pontos 
definidores: a sua definicao de limites. O superestado UE ganha o poder de conduzir as 
suas proprias politicas de migracao e engenharia social no seio do territorio. No 
entretanto, e promovida a corrida para o fundo, com o incentivo a grandes movimentos 
migratorios, das regioes mais pobres para as regioes mais ricas (essencialmente, do 
Leste e do Sul para o Centro e para o Norte). Enquanto isto acontece existe, claro, a 
promocao de identitarismo secessionista etnico, onde toda uma variedade de grupos 
etno-raciais exigem o direito a ter os seus proprios espacos legais etnicos (mini-estados, 
cidades-estado). Todos estes movimentos preparam o fim efectivo do estado-nacao 
classico, um estado de direito etnicamente universalista. Sao movimentos dialecticos: a 
composicao etnica de cada estado-nacao e radicalmente diversificada, ao mesmo tempo 
que cada grupo e incensado contra os restantes. 

Choque dialectico resultara em guerra social ubiqua . O resultado deste choque 
dialectico e, claro, guerra social ubiqua. Essa guerra social sera prolongada, sera 
genocida, provocara exclusao mutua entre diferentes grupos etnicos. Ocorrera em 
continuum com os restantes choques que esperam o espa?o territorial europeu ao longo 
das proximas decadas. 

Particao do espaco europeu em Euro-Regi5es, definidas por linhas etnicas . E preciso ter 
em consideracao que existe um resultado que advem da guerra ubiqua e esse resultado e 
o modelo advogado por UE (em linha com outros corpos, como a ONU; e, tambem, o 
modelo que esta a ser implementado no Medio Oriente). O resultado e a total dissolu?ao 
do antigo estado-nacao e a sua substituicao por regioes administrativas definidas por 



linhas etnicas. Um modelo essencial para este tipo de particao administrativa etnica e a 
Belgica; mas a experiencia mais recente da ex -Jugoslavia tambem e incrivelmente 
relevante. Isso entra em linha com as redefinicoes administrativas regionais do espaco 
territorial, pelas quais o continente e partido em diferentes regioes (Euro-regioes). Essas 
regioes sao mini-estados administrativos, divergentes dos actuais espacos nacionais, 
organizados de acordo com linhas etnicas (historia comum, lingua, costumes, etc.). 

Euro-regionalismo e similar ao modelo Nazi e aquilo que foi feito com a ex- Jugoslavia . 
Estas regioes nao podem tanto ser definidas como sovietes regionais, como pelo seu 
equivalente Nazi, a regiao administrativa etnica. O conceito de uma Europa dividida em 
espacos administrativos etnicos e o conceito Nazi - para o que teria sido a reformulacao 
do espaco europeu no evento de o III Reich ter ganho a II Guerra. A actual particao da 
ex -Jugoslavia segue alias de perto a divisao que era prescrita pelo modelo original Nazi. 
Com efeito, foi conduzida com o apoio dos mesmos grupos identitarios que auxiliaram 
os Nazis durante a guerra: fascistas Croatas e extremistas Bosnios. 

Futuro 1 : Particao da Europa sob o modelo Nazi . Se o modelo da Euro-regiao etnica for 
para ser levado sob o seu valor facial e historico, isso significa que, eventualmente, a 
Europa sera definida por "fronteiras" etnicas, num "glorioso" espaco etno-cultural 
totalitario e, mais apropriadamente, neo-nazi. Essas fronteiras estarao abertas as 
entidades mercantis (que serao puramente inter-etnicas e indiferenciadas), num territorio 
europeu dividido em regioes comunitarias etnicas, policiadas pelas for?as militares 
imperials. O escravo comunitario europeu sera ensinado a sentir-se "em casa", junto de 
escravos com a mesma historia, costumes, lingua. 

Futuro 2: Particao da Europa sob o modelo Sovietico . E claro que tambem pode vir a ser 
adoptado o modelo puramente sovietico, onde apos a balcaniza?ao e a guerra de todos 
contra todos, existe uma forma de integracao forcada, militarizada, onde todos sao 
igualmente reduzidos ao estatuto de escravos na comuna/plantacao. E claro que a 
diversidade cultural e extinta, so restando uma monocultura burocratica-militar.

Presidente da EU, no 21° aniversario da queda do Muro de Berlim. 

Eurocepticismo como crime de opiniao . Rompuy afirma que o eurocepticismo tern de 
ser combatido e, que e a maior ameaca actual a paz. Ou seja, a forca do estado tern de 
ser empregue para impedir isto, decretado como um crime de opiniao de facto. 

"Maior ameaca a paz" \o mesmo era "verdade" para os sovietocepticosl . Isto e tirado a 
papel quimico dos discursos do Politburo. Os sovietocepticos tambem eram ameacas a 
"paz" i.e. ao sistema totalitario. 

Van Rompuy favorece identitarismo |"i.e. supremacismo etno-ideologicol . O mais 
desprezivel em todo este exercicio e a tentativa de equacionar o estado-nacao soberano, 
um paradigma universalista, com fascismo. Van Rompuy ataca toda e qualquer forma 
de sentimento patriotico como sendo um qualquer "desejo de homogeneidade". Mas 
depois faz a inversao dialectica. Van Rompuy favorece um "positive feeling of pride in 
one's own identity". Isto e identitarismo etno-ideologico. Esta e a unica forma de 
"patriotismo" que alguma vez gerou fascismo nacionalista. Com efeito, e a forma de 
"patriotismo" que e advogada por Fascistas. Mas e isto, este sentimento identitario 
fascizante, que Van Rompuy favorece. Enquanto ataca liberais-democratas por nao 
quererem estar sob a gestao de aberracoes ideologicas como Van Rompuy. 

Demagogia sobre "medo" dos outros . 

"Medo" so entre neo-nazis proliferados por intelligence militar. Nao existe qualquer 
medo dos outros, a nao ser entre fascistas, como Van Rompuy e, do outro lado do 
espectro, as criaturas milicianas neo-nazis que sao criadas e sustidas pelos aparatos de 
intelligence militar.

Uma vez mais, e um exercicio de demagogia totalitaria e 
imperialista, tirado a papel quimico dos discursos do Politburo. 



Demagogia sobre crise economica - proliferada e agravada pela UE . Ao longo das 
ultimas decadas, a UE conduz a campanha para a desindustrializacao e para o de- 
desenvolvimento da Europa Ocidental, simultanea com a financializacao patologica das 
economias. Ao mesmo tempo, organiza instituicoes para fazerem um pool comum 
dessas financializacoes. Quando a crise rebenta, conduz uma politica unitaria de 
Quantitative Easing e bail-out aos bancos. Essa e a politica que leva ao arrastar da crise 
ao ponto em que esta hoje em dia, na Europa. Pelo caminho, usa estados-nacao como 
portas giratorias para a circulacao de credito para os bancos, com contribuintes 
nacionais a assumirem as dividas intergeracionais por essas oferendas. Tudo isso leva a 
liquidacao do estado-nacao em si, atraves de processos de privatizacao e devolucao 
social, algo que a UE nao so favorece, como assevera ser um objectivo estrategico, na 
framework do Tratado de Lisboa. 

Medo de proteccionismo \o medo comum a banqueiros, a fascistas e a comunistasl . Van 
Rompuy e um neo-feudalista, portanto teme o sistema Renascentista de proteccao 
tarifaria, i.e. o direito que o estado-nacao tern de proteger a sua propria economia, e a 
sua propria populacao, contra operacoes de guerra economica conduzidas por 
conglomerados multinacionais.

O double-bind inflacao/deflacao . Para manter o sistema a funcionar e preciso injectar 
continuamente capital (receitas fiscais, ou novo credito assente em garantias estatais, i.e. 
"quantitative easing", QE) no mesmo. Isto implica um excesso de capital em circulacao nos 
mercados fmanceiros, o que pode levar a inflacao, eventualmente a hiperinflacao. Portanto, o 
WEF pergunta-se «Will the massive quantitative easing undertaken by key central banks to stave 
off deflation inevitably lead to destabilizing hyper-inflation?». E claro que o risco surge para os 
dois lados. Enquanto existe inflacao ao nivel dos mercados fmanceiros, alguma dessa esta a 
contagiar a economia real, o que pode vir a manifestar-se em hiperinflacao generalizada. Mas a 
economia real tambem esta a ser apanhada em fenomenos deflacionarios, com austeridade fiscal, 
falencias em massa, elevadas taxas de desemprego, elevados niveis de desigualdade de 
rendimentos. E o double-bind inflacao/deflacao que comeca dos anos 70 em diante. O colapso 
social esta a surgir por este double-bind. E claro que o WEF formaliza a questao meramente em 
termos do valor do dinheiro, com «Unmanageable inflation or deflation. Failure to redress 
extreme rise or fall in the value of money relative to prices and wages». Falar de deflacao aqui 
implica algo que ainda nao aconteceu, o que seria mais provavelmente a entrada de alguma 
forma de gold standard, provinda da China. Em alternativa, seria o fim, pouco provavel, da 
actual sangria de "quantitative easing". O WEF nao pretende que isso aconteca. 

WEF quer QE perpetuo, teme regulacoes fmanceiras . Portanto, se a bolha global de derivativos 
traz o risco de colapso sistemico, o maior risco, para o WEF, e que este buraco negro global 
deixe de ser alimentado, nutrido. «Recurring liquidity crises» sao uma preocupacao, «Recurring 
shortages of financial resources from banks and capital markets». Para que um mundo 
fmanceiro que funciona a base de derivativos possa continuar a funcionar, e necessario QE 
continuo; logo, ha que evitar regulacoes que impecam esse processo de sangria continua da 
economia real, em prol da alta financa. Um dos grandes riscos e, portanto, o de «Unforeseen 
negative consequences of regulation. Regulations which do not achieve the desired effect, and 
instead negatively impact industry structures, capital flows and market competition». O outro e 
que os estados nacionais nao consigam continuar a avancar garantias e coberturas para a emissao 
continua de QE e que, em paralelo, nao consigam pagar as suas "dividas" imaginarias, pelo 
envolvimento neste jogo de casino. 

QE perpetuo implica fmancializacao de recursos, impedimentos zero a globalizacao . A ^failure 
to redress excessive government debt obligations}} e uma preocupacao de destaque. Uma forma 
essencial de encontrar mais colateral para garantias estatais oferecidas a banca e pela 
fmancializacao de recursos. Logo, e impensavel que haja algo como «Unilateral resource 



nationalization. Unilateral moves by states to ban exports of key commodities, stockpile reserves 
and expropriate natural resources)). Isto tambem faz parte da dinamica geral de globalizacao: 
um fenomeno geopolitico alicercado na multinacionalizacao de tudo o que existe a face do 
globo. Tudo tern de ser multinational, em nome dos interesses neo-feudais que gerem o sistema 
multinational. Um «backlash against globalization)), com uma resistance to further increased 
cross-border mobility of labour, goods and capital)) e algo de intoleravel. 

Nacionalizacao de recursos, umrisco geopolitico (i.e. militar) . Estas pessoas estao a falar 
bastante a serio, quando escrevem sobre estas coisas. E e precisamente por esse motivo que, ao 
bom jeito imperial, listam «unilateral resource nationalization)) como um «geopolitical risk)), e 
nao um risco economico. Isto quer dizer que, se um pais nacionalizar recursos, vai ser encarado 
como um adversario militar. 

Resultados imediatos: disparidades em rendimentos, desemprego, negligencia infraestrutural . 
Como habitual nos relatorios que provem destas instancias, o WEF pretende aqui fazer a 
declaracao formal de que a corrida para o fundo e irreversivel; esta e a altura em que o ocidente 
tern de se habituar a esse ritmo. Este relatorio e essencialmente escrito para publicos ocidentais. 
A partir de agora, a normalidade sera encontrada em «Severe income disparity. Widening gaps 
between the richest and poorest citizens... Chronic labour market imbalances... high level of 
underemployment and unemployment that is structural rather than cyclical in nature... 
Prolonged infrastructure neglect. Chronic failure to adequately invest in, upgrade and secure 
infrastructure networks)). 

Hard landing of an emerging economy . A dinamica de globalizacao pode ate resultar na «Hard 
landing of an emerging economy. The abrupt slowdown of a critical emerging economy)). China, 
talvez? 

Hard landings do mundo arabe - volatilidade em comodidades - desnutricao . Houve bastantes 
hard landings nos ultimos anos, em particular no mundo muculmano. Um dos motivos geneticos 
para as revoluc5es arabes foi o aumento precipitoso dos precos de comida, entre 2006 e 2008, 
como consequencia da introducao do mercado global de biocombustiveis (algo de genocida, sob 
as actuais condicoes de concentracao e desregulacao de mercados) e da especulacao em 
comodidades que se segue ao crash dos CDSs de 2007. As pessoas comecam a sair as ruas para 
protestar Ben Ali e Mubarak a partir do momento em que a pessoa media tern de gastar cerca de 
metade do seu rendimento apenas em comida. Este genero de fenomenos vai ter continuidade: 
«Extreme volatility in energy and agriculture prices. Severe price fluctuations make critical 
commodities unaffordable, slow growth, provoke public protest and increase geopolitical 
tension)). E claro que cenarios subsaharianos tornam-se cada vez mais vulgares. «Food shortage 
crises. Inadequate or unreliable access to appropriate quantities and quality of food and 
nutrition)). 



WEF (2013) - "Economia e ambiente" - PPPs e financializa^ao de recursos [G2A2]. 

"Economia" e "ambiente" tornados interdependentes, unidos sob "gestao de crise" . Num 
exercicio deliberado, o relatorio trata de "resiliencia economica" em simultaneo com "resiliencia 
ambiental", associando-as, tornando-as interdependentes. Existe, por exemplo, um capitulo 
denominado «Testing Economic and Environmental Resilience}). Estabelece uma framework 
comum, a "gestao de riscos", a "prevencao de crises": «Given the likelihood of future financial 
crises and natural catastrophes, are there ways to build resilience in our economic and 
environmental systems at the same time?» 

"Investimento verde": PPPs e colateralizacao fmanceira com recursos . O objecto de tudo isto e a 
fmancializacao de recursos e, claro, as inevitaveis PPPs. O modelo de negocios e bastante linear. 
A medida que a capacidade estatal para garantir a injeccao de mais capital em derivativos 
diminui, a sua capacidade de pagar as suas proprias dividas a banca (que esta a permitir que 
sobreviva) tambem diminui. No mundo real, tudo isto e expresso pela incapacidade de extrair 
mais valor a economia real, por meios convencionais. I.e. a capacidade de taxar ou obter receitas 
extraordinarias e limitada/?er se. Portanto, ha que encontrar colateral noutro sitio qualquer e isso 
e feito sob "investimento verde". "Investimento verde" e uma variavel que diz respeito a todos os 
elementos que subjazem a economia: recursos (energeticos, agua, territorio, infraestruturas, etc) 
e populac5es (as variaveis que afectam e moldam o capital humano e social). "Investimento 
verde" e a privatizacao de todas essas capacidades, sob PPPs. Isto significa muitas coisas 
diferentes. 

Neo-feudalizacao, i.e. fascizacao transnacional. Para manter a questao simples, o essencial e o 
acto de privatizacao em si, o acto pelo qual o estado cede o seu proprio espaco de gestao a 
entidades privadas. Por outras palavras, estamos a falar de neo-feudalizacao, fascizacao 
transnacional entre uma vasta rede de entidades publicas e privadas, totalitarizacao. 

Derivativos colateralizados em bens do mundo real. Uma consequencia disto e a utilizacao de 
recursos e de futuros sobre recursos como colaterais para a perpetuacao e continuacao da 
estrutura de derivativos. Isso e feito na forma, por exemplo, da emissao de derivativos sobre a 
utilizacao de carbono e agua, colateralizados com base em taxas de utilizacao. Ou, emissao de 
derivativos sobre o "carbono florestal", com base em carbon sinks, organizadas pela 
alienacao/privatizacao de largas massas de territorio florestal. 

Sistema protagonizado por cartels "verdes", entidades mercantis globais. Os protagonistas 
destas coisas sao grandes carteis "verdes", entidades mercantis globais, compostas por 
corporacSes multinacionais e fundacoes, que entram num pais para assumir "parceria" com o 
governo, i.e., aquisicao e gestao neo-feudal. 

Economia climate-smart, i.e. alicercada em derivativos ambientais (CITACAO) . 

"Private-sector initiatives to reinforce assets, shield them from potential future risks, liability". 



"Given pressure on public finances new funding models will need to be found". 

"Private funds can be unlocked through innovative PPPs across disciplines, stakeholders". 

«A climate-smart mindset incorporates climate change analysis into strategic and operational 
decision-making... Such a mindset needs to become an integral part of our urban planning, 
water- and food-security management, investment policy, and demographic policy development, 
among others... As emerging economies grapple with how to grow their economies without 
worsening their environments, many are developing "green growth " strategies designed to 
attract investment in sustainable water, energy, transport and agricultural infrastructure... It is 
likely that many of the preparations to weather the colliding economic and environmental storm 
systems will be found in private-sector initiatives to reinforce critical assets and shield them 
from potential future risks and liability... Given the pressure on public finances generally and 
their scarcity to address climate change-related challenges, new funding models will need to be 
found. Private funds can be unlocked through innovative public-private collaboration that 
ranges across disciplines as well as stakeholders. In order to enable scalable, effective

G2A2: Benchmark, cartel "verde" patrocinado por ONU e WEF . «In order to address the 
current shortfall in green infrastructure in a number of emerging economies, more than 50 
leading companies from finance, infrastructure, energy and agriculture sectors joined public 
institutions to form the Green Growth Action Alliance (G2A2). As described in greater detail in 
Box 2, the aim of this initiative is to unlock greater sums of private investment for green 
infrastructure... To address the current shortfall in green infrastructure investment, more than 
50 leading companies from finance, infrastructure, energy and agriculture sectors joined with 
public finance institutions to launch the Green Growth Action Alliance (G2A2) at the 2012 G20 
Summit in Mexico. Chaired by the then Mexican President Felipe Calderon, the G2A2 will 
pursue four strategic activities over a two-year timeframe... 1. Highlight innovative models for 
public-private collaboration... 2. Stimulate private investment at country level... 3. Provide new 
ideas and models to shape the policy agenda: The G2A2 has formed working groups on green 
free trade, end-user financing of renewable energy, institutional investors and energy 
efficiency...

"Climate change adaptation", termo TQM para sequestracao, fmancializacao de recursos . Este 
esquema de coisas implica "climate change adaptation", o termo TQM para fmancializacao de 
recursos sob PPPs. E o sistema pelo qual sao introduzidas medidas de securitizacao (fmanceira e 
regulatoria) sob este sintetico nexo economia-ambiente, com atencao especial colocada sobre a 
taxacao de carbono (sob "reduzir emiss5es GHG) e a fmancializacao dos solos e dos recursos 
florestais (atraves de carbon sinks), entre outros. Este sistema de gestao de riscos sobre recursos 
inclui, claro, a gestao de recursos hidricos. A agua e um dos recursos mais importantes e 
economicamente vitais (talvez o mais importante, na pratica) portanto a sequestracao e 
fmancializacao dos sistemas hidricos e um dos grandes premios neste jogo global. Alguns dos 
"riscos" citados pelo WEF reflectem precisamente estes dominios. Estes banqueiros procuram 
deixar bem claro que, nao alcancar estas coisas seria algo de grave (mau para a banca, bom para 
o mundo em geral). 

Extraccao mineira e preocupante, a nao ser que seja feita sob cartel transnacional TQM . Um dos 
pormenores mais pitorescos em tudo isto e a preocupacao com os "estragos" causados pela 
extraccao mineira. A grande preocupacao, sob guidelines ambientais globais, e que toda e 
qualquer extraccao mineira tern de acontecer apenas sob condicoes estritas de TQM, sob 
parcerias publico-privadas. Isto e, um sistema concessionario de cartel. Caso contrario, e 
poluente e destrutiva. 

Citacdes . «Failure of climate change adaptation, governments and business fail to enforce or 
enact effective measures to protect populations and transition businesses impacted by climate 
change... Rising greenhouse gas emissions, governments, businesses and consumers fail to 
reduce greenhouse gas emissions and expand carbon sinks... Water supply crises, decline in the 
quality and quantity of fresh water combine with increased competition among resource- 
intensive systems, such as food and energy production... Land and waterway use 
mismanagement, deforestation, waterway diversion, mineral extraction and other environment 
modifying projects with devastating impacts on ecosystems and associated industries» 



WEF (2013) - "Climate change adaptation" - H20g, a pior coisa desde C02. 

WEF reitera interesse em agua com demagogia geofisica para criancas . 

"Temperatura global aumenta precipitosamente" [vapor de agua, a pior coisa desde CQ21 . 

Mentira - ate CRU/IPCC tern de confirmar que nao ha aumentos estsig. desde 1995. O 

relatorio inclui um paragrafo que poderia ter saido do livro de Al Gore para criancas e 
seguidores. Faz observar que a Terra talvez ja tenha passado o ponto de nao retorno, com a 
atmosfera a aquecer fora de controlo. Isto e mentira, e e descarada. A temperatura global nao tern 



qualquer aumento estatisticamente significativo desde 1995 e ate o CRU/IPCC ja teve de 
confirmar isto, a par do Met Office da Gra-Bretanha - e aqui temos o nucleo da pseudociencia do 
aquecimento global. 

Vender "hot air", comparagoes com Venus - "Controlar C02 e H20g". Seja como for, a 
realidade nao impacta a ficcao febril de banqueiros interessados em vender "hot air" (C02) e, 
portanto, sao feitas comparacoes baseline pueris com Venus. A grande nota em todo este 
exercicio de comics e a preocupacao com H20g. Depois do C02, vapor de agua e a grande 
ameaca. Como e que se controla C02? Licenciando, taxando, colateralizando, fmancializando. 
Como e que se controla agua? Fazendo precisamente o mesmo. 

Citacao. «Runaway climate change: Is it possible that we have already passed a point of no 
return and that Earth 's atmosphere is tipping rapidly into an inhospitable state? ...Finally, there 
is the potentially huge feedback effect of water vapour, a natural greenhouse gas in itself. A 
warmer atmosphere can hold more water. As the average air temperature soars in response to 
our burning of fossil fuels, evaporation and atmospheric concentration of water vapour will 
increase, further intensifying the greenhouse effect. On Venus, this probably caused a runaway 
greenhouse effect, which boiled away the oceans that may have existed in the planet's early 
history. Luckily, man-made climate warming has virtually no chance of producing a runaway 
greenhouse effect analogous to Venus. Even so, scientists with the Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC) reckon that the water vapour feedback on Earth could be strong enough 
to double the greenhouse effect due to the added carbon dioxide alone» 



WEF (2013) - "Riscos" - Corrida global para o fundo implica caos global, violencia. 

Corrida global para o fundo comeca com actual 3° mundo (por isso e 3° mundo) . Os primeiros 
alvos da corrida global para o fundo, no mundo do pos II Guerra, foram as regi5es da Africa 
subsahariana, imediatamente seguidas pela America Central, America do Sul e algumas regi5es 
do Sul e Sudeste Asiatico. 

Corrida para o fundo estende-se a resto do planeta, domino a domino . Os resultados da corrida 
para o fundo sao bem visiveis em todas essas regiSes e podem ser agora reproduzidos a pouco e 
pouco, regiao a regiao, domino por domino, a escala global. 

Revolucoes arabes - stress economico e politico - estados frageis . O mundo muculmano esta na 
linha da frente, com o processo de colapso que foi introduzido pelas revolucSes arabes. Os 
estados arabes sao as primeiras vitimas do colapso sistemico da economia global, sequencial 
desde os anos 90, acelerado desde 2007. Um padrao geral de stress economico e politico gera 
^critical fragile states, a weak state of high economic and geopolitical importance that faces 
strong likelihood ofcollapse». 



Corrupcao, devolucao social, violencia, fanatismo, terrorismo, conflito sectario, guerra . A 
medida que o colapso gradual do estado avanca, a sociedade passa a ser dominada por devolucao 
social, corrupcao, violencia. «Pervasive entrenched corruption, the widespread and deep-rooted 
abuse of entrusted power for private gain», torna-se uma norma e, movimentos irracionalistas 
comecam a ocupar os vacuos de poder na sociedade civil. Existe a ascensao de fanatismo 
ideologico, que o WEF procura reduzir a dimensao religiosa, acompanhado de terrorismo, 
«Rising religious fanaticism. Uncompromising sectarian views that polarize societies and 
exacerbate regional tensions... Terrorism. Individuals or a non-state group successfully inflict 
large-scale human or material damage». E claro que conflito sectario e guerra estao entre os 
resultados evidentes deste processo. 

Megabancos dependem de caos global... Os megabancos e as restantes instituicoes globais de 
gestao de risco estao entre as principals incentivadoras destes processos, colocadas na primeira 
linha para capitalizar com base na destruicao, atraves de saque e privatizacao de recursos, 
territorios e, ate, populacoes. 

...mas precisam que instituicoes multilaterais mantenham "credibilidade", para aldeia global . 
Seja como for, o WEF aponta que ^failure of diplomatic conflict resolution, the escalation of 
international disputes into armed conflicts», esta entre os principals riscos para a economia 
global. Ha que manter a "credibilidade das instituicSes", uma vez que, o que e suposto surgir 
daqui, apos um longo e lento processo de devastacao global, e uma sociedade global. Portanto, 
ha que impedir ou limitar ao maximo «Global governance failure. Weak or inadequate global 
institutions, agreements or networks, combined with competing national and political interests, 
impede attempts to cooperate on addressing global risks». A governancia multilateral pode 
falhar aqui ou ali, especialmente quando isso for util, mas nao pode, em si, ser colocada em 
causa como conceito. 

Crime organizado, comercio ilicito [quern manda no crime organizado?! - Narcoticos . A 
dinamica geral de conflito que emerge da, e na, corrida para o fundo, inclui a generalizacao de 
«entrenched organized crime, highly organized and very agile global networks committing 
criminal offences», que anda a par e passo com ^widespread illicit trade, unchecked spread of 
illegal trafficking of goods and people throughout the global economy». Quern domina o crime 
organizado? Aqui vale a regra de ouro, conforme explicitada por Armand Hammer, o barao de 
monopolio comunista: "He who has the gold, makes the rules". Quern detem o ouro? Seja como 
for, o WEF expressa angustia perante a perspectiva de que a generalizacao de crime organizado 
seja acompanhada de (Ineffective illicit drug policies. Continued support for policies that do not 
abate illegal drug use but do embolden criminal organizations, stigmatize drug users and 
exhaust public resources». Dir-se-ia que "ineffective drug policies" sao excelentes, na corrida 
para o fundo. Alias, a corrida para o fundo implica narcoticos. Muitos, de formas muito 
diferentes, muitas vidas destruidas. E isso que e a corrida para o fundo. E destruicao de vida. E 
morte. 



Migracoes humanas em massa . Um dos fenomenos mais importantes durante a corrida para o 
fundo da Idade Media foi a profusao de movimentos migratorios pelo territorio europeu. As 
pessoas fugiam de guerra, opressao, fome, falta de oportunidades economicas. Estas migracoes 
resultavam na difusao de novos costumes, linguas, formas de fazer as coisas, mas tambem de 
exploracao, miseria, conflitos sociais. O mesmo padrao acompanha a era neo-feudal, como visto 
com os exemplos do 3° mundo, ao longo de mais de quatro decadas. O WEF menciona que 
«Unmanaged migration, mass migration driven by resource scarcity, environmental degradation 
and lack of opportunity, security or social stability». O grande destaque do WEF parece ser para 
o facto de isto ser "unmanaged". E uma expressao da mentalidade contabilistica que domina 
nestes circuitos. 

NCBR, militarizacao do espaco, cyber warfare, EMPW . O conflito tambem surge de outras 
formas. Por um lado, temos a «diffusion of weapons of mass destruction, the availability of 
nuclear, chemical, biological and radiological technologies and materials leads to crises». 
Quern e que tern a capacidade de distribuir livremente tecnologias NCBR pelo mundo fora? 
Certamente nao e o publico. Sao as mesmas forcas e entidades que tern a capacidade de levar a 
cabo a ((militarization of space, targeting of commercial, civil and military space assets and 
related ground systems that can precipitate or escalate an armed conflict». A "weaponization of 
space" talvez contribua para a ((Proliferation of orbital debris, rapidly accumulating debris in 
high-traffic geocentric orbits jeopardizes critical satellite infrastructures, colocar milhares de 
itens de lixo militarizado em orbita tende a produzir esse genero de efeito. Da mesma forma, a 
"weaponization of space" e mais ou menos interdependente com as novas praticas de 
cyberwarfare. ((Cyber attacks, state-sponsored, state-affiliated, criminal or terrorist cyber 
attacks» sao algo que se pode vir a expressar em ((critical systems failure, single-point system 
vulnerabilities trigger cascading failure of critical information infrastructure and networks» e 
aqui estes banqueiros tambem poderiam ter listado uma das suas tecnologias favoritas para o 
futuro, EMPW, com a qual podem lancar um pais inteiro, ou uma cidade inteira, de volta a Idade 
das Trevas num mero instante (e fa-lo-ao, desde que tenham essa oportunidade). Mas este e um 
relatorio soft, portanto fica-se por "critical systems failure" e ((massive incident of data 
fraud/theft, criminal or wrongful exploitation of private data on an unprecedented scale». Sob a 
tematica ((Digital Wildfires in a Hyperconnected World», e tratado um outro risco, ((massive 
digital misinformation, deliberately provocative, misleading or incomplete information 
disseminates rapidly and extensively with dangerous consequences». Isto, claro, tern de incluir a 
informacao que e disseminada pelas agendas fmanceiras e pelas suas estruturas de governancia, 
apesar de o WEF nao o fazer. 



Megacidades. 



WEF (2013) - Megacidades. 

Megacidades, maior exposicao a totalitarizacao, degradacao, pandemias, catastrofes . Mais 
pessoas viverao em grandes cidades. Eventualmente, o formato da megacidade generaliza-se. 
Esta maior concentracao de populates em grandes areas urbanas significa que existe maior 
exposicao media as consequencias do colapso gradual do sistema, a sua totalitarizacao e, claro, a 
eventos mencionados no relatorio, como pandemias e catastrofes ambientais [geradas por mao 
humana ou nao, ver seccao sobre Geoengenharia]. 

"Mismanaged urbanization" . «Mis managed urbanization. Poorly planned cities, urban sprawl 
and associated infrastructure that amplify drivers of environmental degradation and cope 
ineffectively with rural exodus» 

"More people in urban areas. . . likely to drive environment-related losses to greater highs" . 
«First, more people reside and work in urban areas than ever before in human history - this 
concentration will continue and is likely to drive environment-related losses to even greater 
historic highs... The estimated economic loss of the 2011 Thailand floods, for example, was US$ 
30 billion, and of Hurricane Katrina US$ 125 billion; meanwhile, the 2003 European heat wave 
resulted in more than 3 5 ,000 fatalities and the Horn of Africa droughts in 2011 claimed tens of 
thousands of lives and threatened the livelihoods of 9.5 million people... More recently, 
Hurricane Sandy left a heavy bill, estimated today at over US$70 billion for New York and New 
Jersey alone. Such events remind us that many economies remain vulnerable to damages arising 
from climatic events today, let alone those of the futures

"Gestao de risco": esvaziar sociedade de todo o valor, mante-la subserviente e ordeira . Entre as 
organizacoes que contribuem para o relatorio, encontramos a Swiss Reinsurance Company e o 
Zurich Insurance Group, entre uma serie de centros academicos especializados em "gestao de 
risco", a expressao actual para caracterizar fmancializacao especulativa e o conjunto de medidas 
que sao necessarias para "segurar" todos os seguros e derivativos insolventes que dai resultam. 
Portanto, "gestao de risco" e o campo de especializacao que se debruca sobre: a) como esvaziar a 
sociedade de qualquer valor, sugando todo o valor para titulos ficticios; e, b) como assegurar que 
a sociedade se mantem nessa posicao, enquanto entidade totalmente subserviente ao capital 
fmanceiro. 

"Gestao de risco": gestao total, i.e. totalitarismo "corporate", TQM (yin-yang, so groovy) . A 
unica forma de garantir b) para assegurar a) e colocando a sociedade sob um sistema ultra- 
regulado, estandardizado, monotono, autoritario. Hoje em dia, isto significa tecnocracia e 
ideologias sinteticas como "total quality management". Nos campos socio-economico e politico, 
isso significa totalitarismo. Sob formas pos-modernas e "corporate", mas e totalitarismo. E 
totalitarismo "chic", com um yin-yang e "equilibrio", so cool.

Um A 
tern de ser um A, nada mais, nada menos. As condic5es tern de ser transparentes e conhecidas 
por todos. Caso contrario, e possivel criar todo um mundo de virtualidade ficticia que prolifera a 
base da depauperacao da economia real. Isto implica que a alta financa tern de ser fortemente 
regulada. Quando isso acontece, o resto da sociedade pode coexistir sob o minimo de regulacao 
que assegura a manutencao de lei e ordem. 

Alta financa substitui lei e ordem por arbitrariedade legal e autoritarismo . O que a alta financa 
desregulada faz e destruir a lei e a ordem e, depois, substitui-la pelo seu proprio sistema de 
arbitrariedade regulatoria e autoritarismo.

"Gestao de risco": gestao total, i.e. totalitarismo "corporate", TQM (yin-yang, so groovy) . A 
unica forma de garantir b) para assegurar a) e colocando a sociedade sob urn sistema ultra- 
regulado, estandardizado, monotono, autoritario. Hoje em dia, isto significa tecnocracia e 
ideologias sinteticas como "total quality management". Nos campos socio-economico e politico, 
isso significa totalitarismo. Sob formas pos-modernas e "corporate", mas e totalitarismo. E 
totalitarismo "chic", com um yin-yang e "equilibrio", so cool. 

O tema favorito de Clube de Roma et al: gestao no caminho para neo-feudalismo global . E isso 
que e a sociedade globalizada, defmida pelo Clube de Roma dos anos 70, em "technical reports" 
como "Rebuilding the International Order" ou "Mankind at the Turning Point" [E claro que o 
Clube de Romafaz isso apos introduzir a mentalidade do "mundo de limites " no debate 
academico global, com "The Limits to Growth"]. A formula e sempre a mesma. Extrair o 
estado-nacao de todo e qualquer valor, colocar todo o poder em agendas e actores 
multinacionais/globais e manter controlo sobre as partes que restem da "economia global", 
atraves de aparatos totalitarios, do local ao global. O mundo torna-se um espaco de contrastes, 
contrastado entre cidades tecnologicas totalitarias e espacos terceiro-mundizados, como 
megacidades apodrecidas, nas quais a maior parte da populacao remanescente e "deixada" para 
desaparecer lentamente, sob pandemias, esterilizacao, desnutricao, violencia social. O estado- 
nacao perde gradualmente a importancia, ate desaparecer por inteiro. A gestao global torna-se 
um exercicio do nivel local ate ao regional/continental, ate ao global. 

WEF segue o modelo, mas foca-se na totalitarizacao - "Seeds of Dystopia" . Os relatorios para 
avanco da "sociedade global" pegam sempre numa ou noutra parte deste modelo. O relatorio do 
WEF vai pelo lado mais convencional, as condic5es de totalitarizacao social. O mote e dado por 
referenda a um relatorio anterior, apropriadamente intitulado "Seeds of Dystopia": «" Seeds of 
Dystopia" (with further collaboration from Eurasia Group): As fiscal, ageing and employment 
trends combine to threaten the emergence of a new class of fragile states, the private sector, civil 
society, local and national governments, as well as multilateral organizations need to work in 
concert to create a modern and sustainable social contract. The resilience practices highlighted 
here are engaging multiple stakeholders in solutions based on holistic insights; continuous 
monitoring of trends to enable assumptions to be revisited; promoting open and inclusive 
attitudes towards immigrants; and embracing innovative financing models» 

Um "novo contrato social" unitario, para as nacoes do planeta integrado . O "novo contrato 
social" que aqui e tratado e transnacional e publico-privado. Assenta em "holismo", i.e., a 
integracao total de toda a sociedade no mesmo sistema unico, total. E preciso compreender que 
essa e a defmicao de totalitarismo. Toda a sociedade e atada em feixes, em fascii (ou sovietes) e 
esses fascii (ou sovietes) sao atados entre si no sistema unico e plenipotente. Todas as restantes 
manifestac5es de prepotencia e brutalidade resultam da acumulacao unitaria, totalitaria, de poder. 
Nas "seeds of dystopia", esse sistema unico esta subserviente a alta financa internacional e a sua 
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magica criatividade. O toque politicamente correcto e dado pela referenda a "atitudes abertas a 
imigrantes"; algo similar a dizer que "vamos ter uma atitude caridosa para com o Bambi". E o 
elemento sentimental para promover a ideia. 

O mundo como um espaco de limites, a ser submetido a gestao e redistribuicao . Vender a Utopia 
(securitaria, no caso do WEF) passa sempre por vender a ideia da sociedade totalmente 
integrada, como se fosse uma coisa boa e libertadora. E claro que nao oe.E uma degeneracao 
totalitaria. Esta assente na visao do mundo que o WEF aqui avanca. O mundo e um espaco de 
limites, onde a riqueza e inteiramente limitada, os problemas abundam. O que conta portanto, e 
encontrar novas e melhores formas de redistribuir a riqueza existente e montar um aparato de 
gestao, local ao global, todos nas suas pequenas caixas integradas e geridas. Esta e toda a 
filosofia explicada no maior flop preditivo dos ultimos 500 anos, "The Limits to Growth", do 
Clube de Roma, que introduz a mentalidade do "mundo de limites" no mundo academico. O 
livro entra em previs5es catastroficas relativas a taxa de exploracao de recursos. Introduz a ideia 
absurda e desonesta de peak oil. Todas as previsoes que faz, falham miseravelmente. 

A solucao real e gerar riqueza - os unicos limites sao os da mente contabilistica . O problema 
com tudo isto e que e uma reacgao que surge por oposicao a gerar mais riqueza, num mundo 
que efectivamente nao e um mundo de limites, como o nosso. Os unicos limites que existem sao 
aqueles da mente humana. O nosso mundo tern defice de producao e de geracao de riqueza. Tern 
defice de exploraqao de recursos (e imoral que Africa seja impedida de usar o seu proprio crude, 
quando o Mar do Norte e a Asia Central estao a nadar sobre crude). Tern defice de inovacao 
tecnologica, para encontrar novas avenidas, se as velhas avenidas de exploracao de recursos 
parecem ser limitadas. O nosso mundo e uma caixa contida, mantida atrasada, devoluta e 
deficitaria, em nome de quern gere a "economia global" e assegura a continuacao do seu poder a 
base da intensificacao do estado de atraso e dependencia - a alta financa global. Agora, os 
gestores chegaram a fase de rearranjar e rearrumar a disposicao dessa caixa, em multiplas caixas, 
segundo o modelo totalitario. 

TQM e o novo paradigma para gestao tecnocratica totalitaria . Hoje em dia, isto e feito com "risk 
management", "best practices", "benchmarks", "model statutes", "harmonization". Todos 
estamos sob "gestao de risco", pelas agendas academicas que fazem esse trabalho para os 
bancos e, colocados sob o mesmo sistema tecnocratico "harmonizado". O modelo utopico hoje 
em dia chama-se "total quality management" (TQM), do local ao global. Todas as restantes 
ideologias sinteticas pos-modernas que sao oferecidas ao publico baseiam-se, de uma forma ou 
outra, nesta ideologia de base, que surge como uma reformulacao "empresarial" da abordagem 
Corporativista/Fascista/Comunista, no mundo pos II Guerra. Estandardizacao global implica 
"total", abordagem total/totalitaria; "management", e um exercicio de gestao contabilistica; 
"quality", esse exercicio e feito sobre as caracteristicas do mundo qualitativo, i.e. recursos, 
populacSes, politicas, etc.

« "Special Report: Building National Resilience to Global Risks "... Global risks would meet with 
global responses in an ideal world, but the reality is that countries and their communities are on 
the frontline when it comes to systemic shocks and catastrophic events. In an increasingly 
interdependent and hyper connected world, one nation 's failure to address a global risk can have 
a ripple effect on others... This special report is organized around two axioms... Global risks are 
expressed at the national level... No country alone can prevent their occurrence»

O ambiente e sempre mencionado porque a financializacao de recursos ambientais e o proximo 
grande passo. «...the idea of "quality growth ", taking into account environmental stewardship 
and social sustainability. The quality of growth is an important aspect for resilience. ..» 

Monitorizacao (360°), modularidade (compartimentalizacao), networking (organizacao em rede) . 
^Robustness incorporates the concept of reliability and refers to the ability to absorb and 
withstand disturbances and crises... Monitoring system health: Regularly monitoring and 
assessing the quality of the subsystem ensures its reliability... Modularity... Networked 
managerial structures can allow an organization to become more or less centralized... » 

Redundancia, camadas competidoras de governancia . «Redundancy involves having excess 
capacity and back-up systems... Redundancy of critical infrastructure: Designing replication of 
modules which are not strictly necessary to maintaining core function day to day, but are 
necessary to maintaining core function in the event of crises... Diversity of solutions and 
strategy: Promoting diversity of mechanisms for a given function. Balancing diversity with 
efficiency and redundancy will enable communities and countries to cope and adapt better than

Redundancia, um conceito totalitario importante, desenvolvido pelos Nazis . O grupo que 
introduziu o conceito de redundancia como conceito central em governo foram os Nazis. O 
estado nazi era um sistema composto de multiplas agendas e camadas burocraticas, em 
interconeccao, como em qualquer estado totalitario, mas em continua competicao entre si. Isto 
proporciona o ambiente denso e venenoso no qual agentes governamentais cortam as gargantas 
uns dos outros, para chegar ao topo. E o ambiente de pantano no qual o totalitarismo prospera. 

Catalogacao de toda a "economia social", fascizacao social a toda a linha . «Resourcefulness ... 
Capacity for self-organization: This includes factors such as the extent of social and human 
capital, the relationship between social networks and state, and the existence of institutions that 
enable face-to-face networking. These factors are critical in circumstances such as failures of 
government institutions when communities need to self-organize and continue to deliver essential 
public services... Creativity and innovation: In countries and industries, the ability to innovate is

"Demographic imbalances" dubios sao vitais para eugenistas globais . Para o WEF, esta e uma 
era de «global demographic imbalances», caracterizada por «Unsustainable population growth... 
creating intense and rising pressure on resources, public institutions and social stability», em 
parte caracterizado por arising costs... associated with population ageing... Covering the costs 
associated with old age could be a struggle». E claro que estes "demographic imbalances" sao, 
no minimo dubios e, em varios casos, inteiramente imaginarios. 

Defice produtivo, nao excesso populacional / "Seleccao voluntaria inconsciente" no Ocidente . A 
Terra nao tern excesso de populacao; tern defice de producao. Os desiquilibrios demograficos 
dos paises pos-industriais estao a ser deliberadamente incentivados por politicas de incentivo a 
reducao da natalidade - a "seleccao voluntaria inconsciente" que Frederick Osborn coloca em 
mocao atraves da ONU e da UNESCO, dos anos 50 em diante. A ideia foi a de reduzir standards 
materials e psicossociais gradualmente, ao longo das gerac5es fora, ate ao ponto no qual a pessoa 
media nao estivesse interessada em, ou em condicoes de, ter filhos ou constituir familia. 

Aumento da populacao idosa no mundo pos-industrial, um risco, uma "struggle" . 

Um drama orcamental - depois de destruir producao, claro que e. «Mis management of 
population ageing... Failure to address both the rising costs and social challenges associated 
with population ageing... Medical advances are prolonging life, but long-term palliative care is 
expensive. Covering the costs associated with old age could be a struggle... "Costs of Living 
Longer"... We are getting better at keeping people alive for longer. Are we setting up a future 
society struggling to cope with a mass of arthritic, demented and, above all, expensive, elderly 
who are in need of long term care and palliative solutions?» 

Tudo isto seria resoluvel com retornar a economia produtiva, incentivar natalidade. 

Aumentar idade para usufruto de beneficios socials, aumentar idade de reforma. «Obvious 
ways to mitigate cost implications would include raising the eligibility ages for the programmes 
that support the elderly from the public purse - retirement income, social support services or 
reduced-cost health care - and raising the retirement age, requiring older adults to be 
productive economically for longer... However, raising eligibility ages for public services is not 
a panacea, in part because financial costs are not the only challenge. The impacts of aging 
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populations will be felt throughout society, from changing best practices in urban planning to 
impacting social norms around care-giving». 

WEF nao menciona eutandsia involuntdria (homicidio), quejd estd a ser praticada. Sob o 

sistema de cuidados paliativos, atraves de tratamentos como sedacao continua profunda, onde a 
pessoa e morta pela retirada da nutricao e da hidratacao, e pela colocacao sob doses reforcadas 
de sedativos, por forma a dormir ate morrer; geralmente acontece em 1 a 2 semanas. Sistema 
generalizado, abertamente, no UK, Holanda, Belgica; e provavelmente nos outros tambem, mas 
nao comentado.

Bacterias resistentes a antibioticos e o risco aumentado de pandemias . O relatorio lista 
«Antibiotic-resistant bacteria. Growing resistance of deadly bacteria to known antibiotics» 
como um factor de risco essencial para o futuro proximo, algo que vem exponenciar a 
«vulnerability to pandemics». 

Antibioticos geram pressdes evolutivas selectivas . «...one of the most effective and common 
means to protect human life - the use of antibacterial and antimicrobial compounds (antibiotics) 
- may no longer be readily available in the near future. Every dose of antibiotics creates 
selective evolutionary pressures, as some bacteria survive to pass on the genetic mutations that 
enabled them to do so...» 

Desde 1987 que nao ha desenvolvimento de novas classes de antibioticos . «... human innovation 
may no longer be outpacing bacterial mutation. None of the new drugs currently in the 
development pipeline may be effective against certain new mutations of killer bacteria that could 
turn into a pandemic... antibiotics... No new classes have been discovered since 1987». Para isto 
contam problemas regulatorios, incluindo quest5es de propriedade intelectual, mas tambem o 
factor de penetracao de mercado. Com efeito, as farmas preferem investir noutras classes de 
medicamentos, tais como «drugs to treat chronic illnesses such as diabetes and hypertension» 
que ((increasingly offer a greater potential return on investment for pharmaceutical companies ... 
resistance is not an issue with these drugs. They have the potential to rapidly achieve wide 
market penetration ...». 

Disseminacao de resistencia bacteriana e especialmente problematica em areas pobres, 
concentradas . «The spread of antibiotic-resistant bacteria has implications for everyone. The 
impacts on human health are likely to be highest in poorer countries, as the spread of pathogens 
is facilitated by poor hygiene, polluted water supplies, overcrowding in urban areas, civil 
conflicts and concentrations of people who are immuno-compromised due to malnutrition or 
HIV. But even in the highest-income countries, few people go through life without needing 
antibiotics» 
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A era pos-antibiotica - pessoas voltam a morrer de feridas superficiais [Margaret Chan, Dr. 
WHO] . «A post-antibiotic era means, in effect, an end to modern medicine as we know it. Things 
as common as strep throat or a child's scratched knee could once again kill» Dr Margaret Chan, 
Director-General, World Health Organization. March 2012

Therapy vs "enhancement" [notas sobre escolas, optimizacao RH, tropasl . Lista o igual comum 
tipico da dialectica terapia vs "melhoramento". E claro que "melhoramento", i.e. manipulacao, e 
o proposito ambicionado, portanto o relatorio devota a maior parte da sua atencao a isto. Vai pelo 
outro lugar comum to obter um "edge at work or schooF, a nocao de que Ritalina e boa para 
aprender e trabalhar. Ja e comum nas escolas, agora falta o local de trabalho (Medicina no 
Trabalho, optimizacao RH). Aqui tambem teria sido util citar a exposicao das tropas modernas a 
drogas, tendencia a ser exponenciada. E a literal "field trip", com "a full metal jacket with pretty 
colors". 

Therapy vs "enhancement" [citacao] . «"Significant Cognitive Enhancement" ... Scientists are 
working hard to develop the medicines and therapies needed to heal the brain of mental illnesses 
such as Alzheimers and schizophrenia. Although progress has been slow, it is conceivable that in 
the not-too-distant future, researchers will identify compounds that improve on existing cognitive 
pharmaceutical enhancers (e.g. Ritalin, modafinil). Although they will be prescribed for 
significant neurological disease, effective new compounds which appear to enhance intelligence 
or cognition are sure to be used off-label by healthy people looking for an edge at work or

"'Melhoramento' tambem pode ser tecnotronico" - BMI, TMS, etc [notas] . Depois entra em todo 
o novo dominio de TMS, BMI, etc, como de costume nestes relatorios. Meios psicotronicos e 
tecnotronicos podem ser usados; e tern "consumer appeal", serao "caros". Este e um mero 
relatorio de priming, portanto oferece uma visao infantilizada das tecnologias em causa; como se 
ainda nao houvesse grande conhecimento dos seus mecanismos e efeitos. Isto e mentira. Estas 
tecnologias j a estao em circulacao para organizacoes restritas ha bastante tempo, foram alvo de 
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esforcos de R&D muito significativos [ver seccao sobre TRANSHUMANISMO, Tecno- 
Eugenia]. 

"'Melhoramento' tambem pode ser tecnotronico" - BMI, TMS, etc [citagao] . «Enhancement 
could come from hardware as well as drugs... electrical stimulation - either directly via 
implanted electrodes or through the scalp with transcranial magnetic stimulation (TMS) - can 
boost memory... The best interfaces still rely on invasive brain electrodes (noninvasive 
techniques do work, but are slow and inefficient), which is the major barrier to these being 
adopted by healthy people. But it seems conceivable that within 10 years we will either have a 
new method for recording brain activity or the noninvasive signals will be decoded more 
efficiently. Direct brain interfaces of devices and sensors within our lifetimes is not out of the 
question, opening a new realm of enhanced neurobiology for those who can afford it... There is, 
in addition, a significant risk of cognitive enhancement going very wrong. Cognitive 
enhancement pharmaceuticals work by targeting particular neurotransmitter systems, and 
therefore will most likely have wide-ranging action. There is a significant possibility of 
unintended effects on other systems -for example, drugs to enhance learning might lead to a 
greater willingness to take risks; drugs to enhance working memory might lead to increased 
impulsive behavior. Recent research suggests that, in addition to boosting memory, TMS could 
be used to manipulate a person 's beliefs of right versus wrong or to suspend moral judgement 
altogether. It could also be used to "erase" memory and deliberately cause permanent brain 
damage without the use of invasive procedure or blunt force trauma» 



WEF (2013) - Tecno-Eugenia - GM, poluicao genetica, bioweapons, nanoweapons. 

GM, bioweapons, nanoweapons . E evidente que aqui tambem e citado o espectro de bio e 
nanowarfare, atraves de tecnologias geneticas, compostos biologicos sinteticos, nanomateriais (e 
claro que o campo passa pelo desenvolvimento de compostos que reunem todas estas 
caracteristicas ao mesmo tempo, como virus sinteticos). «...an increasing amount of effort has 
been invested in exploring the potential of new life science technologies such as genomics, nano- 
scale engineering and synthetic biology. . . Advances in genetics and synthetic biology produce 
unintended consequences, mishaps or are used as weapons... Unforeseen consequences of 
nanotechnology. The manipulation of matter on an atomic and molecular level raises concerns 
on nanomaterial toxicity» 

GM, poluicao genetica - o prospecto real de extincao de especies, colapso de ecossistemas . 
Quando se altera uma cadeia proteica, qualquer que ela seja, existem centenas ou ate mesmo 
milhares de recombinac5es aleatoricas possiveis. A modificacao genetica de organismos e, 
portanto, uma tecnica com resultados que nao apenas imprevisiveis, mas tambem intensamente 
destrutivos. Afmal de contas, esta-se a alterar o gene pool do planeta, a composicao dos 
ecossistemas e de todos os seres neles existentes. E a pior forma de poluicao existente; nao se 
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limita a estragar vida, altera-a e destroi-a a partir de dentro. Quando o relatorio cita «Threat of 
irreversible biodiversity loss through species extinction or ecosystem collapse» como um risco 
essencial para o futuro proximo, devia faze-lo por associacao com as «unintended consequences, 
mishaps» da disseminacao de poluicao genetica. Mas nao o faz, porque o WEF esta interessado 
em securitizacao de recursos e o processo de alterar, patentear e fmancializar gene pools em cada 
vez mais dominios da vida (comecando pela agricultura) e securitizacao de recursos. No 
entretanto, qualquer estrago pode ser culpado em ficcoes como o aquecimento global. 

Bioweapons, nanoweapons - "acidentes" . De realcar o destaque que e dado a "unintendeded 
consequences, mishaps'". 

Ha que associar isto a "risco de pandemias", "doencas cronicas" . Tudo isto tern, por forca, de ser 
associado aos avisos de uma maior «Vulnerability to pandemics» e de «Rising rates of chronic 
disease». 

Margaret Chan (WHO) e as feridas que matam . Quando se lida com pessoas de mau caracter, ha 
que esperar os frutos do mau caracter. Uma tecnica essencial de assassinate, desenvolvida ao 
longo da Guerra Fria, foi a de usar virus sinteticos para matar alvos, com a geracao de feridas 
superficiais (e depois culpar a morte numa causa imaginaria). E claro que a Dra Margaret nunca 
andara pelas ruas fora com um bisturi a cortar pessoas (e dai, quern sabe), mas e preciso ter em 
conta o conceito de matar pessoas por meio de compostos sinteticos, que sao depois 
"mascaraveis" como outra coisa qualquer (por ex., uma constipacao combinada com "fragilidade 
imunitaria cronica" resultante de excesso de exposicao a medicacao), apos dissolucao rapida do 
composto no organismo das vitimas. E tecnicamente possivel gerar uma pandemia desta forma, 
usando formas especificas, ja existentes, de nanotech. «A post-antibiotic era means, in effect, an 
end to modern medicine as we know it. Things as common as strep throat or a child 's scratched 
knee could once again kill» Dr Margaret Chan, Director-General, World Health Organization. 
March 2012 

Importante para eugenistas globais, confrontados com "demographic imbalances" dubios . Tudo 
isto e importante, para higienistas, numa era de «global demographic imbalances», caracterizada 
por ^Unsustainable population growth... creating intense and rising pressure on resources, 
public institutions and social stability», em parte caracterizado por arising costs... associated 
with population ageing... Covering the costs associated with old age could be a struggles. E 
claro que estes "demographic imbalances" sao, no minimo dubios e, em varios casos, 
inteiramente imaginarios. 

Defice produtivo, nao excesso populacional / "Seleccao voluntaria inconsciente" no Ocidente . A 
Terra nao tern excesso de populacao; tern defice de producao. Os desiquilibrios demograficos 
dos paises pos-industriais estao a ser deliberadamente incentivados por politicas de incentivo a 
reducao da natalidade - a "seleccao voluntaria inconsciente" que Frederick Osborn coloca em 
mocao atraves da ONU e da UNESCO, dos anos 50 em diante. A ideia foi a de reduzir standards 
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materials e psicossociais gradualmente, ao longo das geracoes fora, ate ao ponto no qual a pessoa 
media nao estivesse interessada em, ou em condicoes de, ter filhos ou constituir familia. 



Geoengenharia 



Geoengenharia, activacao ionosferica, "solar radiation management" [WEF (2013)]. 

Geoengenharia e a engenharia do ambiente geofisico . Um dos temas do relatorio e 
geoengenharia, tecnicas usadas para manipular o ambiente geofisico da Terra, o que inclui 
variaveis como a atmosfera (com impactos climaticos e nao so), mas tambem as dinamicas ao 
nivel tectonico. Geoengenharia e a engenharia do ambiente geofisico. 

Relatorio WEF apresenta geoengenharia apenas no campo da ficcao IPCC . O relatorio adopta 
uma abordagem soft, para pessoas desconhecedoras, iletrados funcionais e tecnocratas 
desonestos, localizando o debate no tema climatico. «In response to growing concerns about 
climate change, scientists are exploring ways in which they could, with international agreement, 
manipulate the earth 's climate». 

Breve historial da geoengenharia enquanto campo . 

// Guerra, Vietname. O anterior, dito pelo WEF, e mentira. As primeiras experiencias serias 
com geoengenharia e alteracao climatica acontecem ainda durante a II Guerra, por ex., com 
experiencias de "cloud seeding" sobre a Gra-Bretanha. Depois isto tern continuidade durante a 
Guerra Fria. Durante a Guerra do Vietname, a USAF fazia "cloud seeding" sobre o Ho Chi Mihn 
Trail numa base diaria, por forma a gerar chuvas violentas e tempestades e impedir a circulacao 
de cargas NVA. Isso sucedeu, uma vez que, pelo final da guerra, essa virtual autoestrada tinha-se 
tornado num mero caminho rupestre empapado. 

Tratado ENMOD na ONU, Air Force 2025, a "mao de Deus" na invasao do Iraque. O 

primeiro acordo internacional sobre geoengenharia e alteracoes climaticas e assinado durante os 
anos 70 na ONU [Environmental Modification Convention, 1978]. E acordado que os estados 
assinantes do tratado nao podem manipular o clima em territorios estrangeiros, sem autorizacao 
expressa. Nada no tratado as impede de aplicar as tecnologias ao nivel domestico. Hoje em dia, 
ate existe um campo de especializacao militar na area, chamado ENMOD. O Air Force 2025, 
relatorio prospectivo para o futuro, elaborado durante os 90s, falava do modo como, no futuro, 
avancos militares seriam acompanhados de frentes climaticas manipuladas, para perturbar e 
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dificultar a vida ao adversario. Talvez uma expressao disto tenha sido o facto de, no inicio da 
guerra no Iraque, o avanco das tropas americanas ter sido precedido por tempestades de areia ao 
longo de toda a linha. As linhas de Humvees e tanques avancaram rapidamente por linhas 
iraquianas desalojadas ou desorientadas pelas frentes de tempestade. Muitos propagandistas 
evangelicos no aparato militar EUA usaram isto como argumento para dizer que Deus estava do 
lado de George Bush. Muitos iraquianos compraram este argumento, logo ao inicio da invasao. 

Mini-nukes, tecnologia EM e a manipulacao de placas tectonicas. Tambem ja existe tecnologia 
para gerar manipulacao de placas tectonicas, incluindo terramotos. O modo mais convencional e 
pelo uso de mini-nukes, mini ogivas nucleares, disparadas de submarinos nucleares tacticos, 
contra pontos estrategicos numa zona de rift. Tambem pode ser usada tecnologia EM. 

Estacoes de activacao ionosferica - manipulacao climdtica a toda a linha. Da mesma forma 
existem, em todo o planeta, perto de tres dezenas de estacoes de alteracao ionosferica. Essas 
estacoes sao capazes de disparar doses extremamente elevadas de energia EM para a ionosfera 
(ou outras camadas, mas especialmente a ionosfera), por forma a activar o potencial EM dessa 
regiao de formas desejadas. Dessa forma, e possivel gerar campos EM especificos sobre pontos 
localizados, ou ate sobre zonas inteiras do planeta (e.g. um continente inteiro). Isso pode ser 
usado para manipular por completo o estado do clima; ou, ate, para gerar campos tecnetronicos 
especificos. A estacao mais conhecida e popular e a estacao que o governo americano tern no 
Alaska (commumente conhecida como HAARP), mas existem estacoes similares na Europa, 
America do Sul, Russia, China. Esta tecnologia torna literalmente possivel gerar secas, 
tempestades, furacoes, etc; todo e qualquer fenomeno climatico que seja desejado. 

Ter esta tecnologia em conta perante catdstrofes estatisticamente invulgares. E necessario 
tomar esse factor em consideracao seria, quando eventos estatisticamente aberrantes comecarem 
a acontecer [no minimo, as actividades destas estacoes tern de ser tornadas inteiramente 
publicas]. O WEF fala de cenarios de «Persistent extreme weather, increasing damage linked to 
greater concentration of property in risk zones, urbanization or increased frequency of extreme 
weather events... Unprecedented geophysical destruction, existing precautions and preparedness 
measures fail in the face of geophysical disasters of unparalleled magnitude such as 
earthquakes, volcanic activity, landslides or tsunamis... ». E depois existe a melhor, 
((geomagnetic storms, critical communication and navigation systems disabled by effects from 
colossal solar flares». 

O WEF e catdstrofes ambientais de escala sobre megacidades. «First, more people reside and 
work in urban areas than ever before in human history - this concentration will continue and is 
likely to drive environment-related losses to even greater historic highs ... The estimated 
economic loss of the 2011 Thailand floods, for example, was US$ 30 billion, and of Hurricane 
Katrina US$ 125 billion; meanwhile, the 2003 European heat wave resulted in more than 35,000 
fatalities and the Horn of Africa droughts in 2011 claimed tens of thousands of lives and 
threatened the livelihoods of 9.5 million people... More recently, Hurricane Sandy left a heavy 
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bill, estimated today at over US$70 billion for New York and New Jersey alone. Such events 
remind us that many economies remain vulnerable to damages arising from climatic events 
today, let alone those of the futures 

"Solar radiation management", "global dimming" . O topico essencial destes personagens e "solar 
radiation management", i.e. "global dimming", por meio do preenchimento da estratosfera com 
particulas que sirvam de "sun screen", a escala global. Isso parara o "aquecimento global" e 
seremos felizes para sempre. Existem algumas coisas que tern de ser apontadas neste ponto. 

A ideia genocida de provocar global cooling em larga escala. A ultima vez que a estratosfera 
terrestre esteve repleta de residuos particulares, foi na sequencia da erupcao do Krakatoa, no 
inicio do seculo 19. Isso trava, sem duvida, a entrada de uma boa parte da radiacao solar, 
gerando Invernos frios, longos e muito destrutivos, num efeito de "global cooling" a escala 
global. A Europa e a America do Norte tiveram depressoes agricolas durante essa fase, 
acompanhadas de um aumento geral das taxas de mortalidade. Isto coincide, por ex., com as 
crises alimentares do periodo da Revolucao Francesa. Querer repetir essa experiencia nao e 
apenas estupido, e genocida, mas esse e o proposito deste genero de pessoas. 

"Global dimming" e chemspraying. Um documentario da BBC, de ha alguns anos atras, "Global 
Dimming", dava conta da presenca desse efeito desde o final dos anos 90. O documentario 
avancava taxas de dimming na ordem dos 20%. Agora, e mais ou menos a partir de 1998 que 
comeca a grande campanha, actualmente visivel numa base diaria nos espacos aereos ocidentais, 
de encher a estratosfera (sobre zonas urbanas e nao so) com particulas de metais pesados: 
cadmio, aluminio, bario, entre outros. Isso e conhecido como "chemtrailing" e e a forma como se 
faz "cloud seeding", mas tambem a forma como se chuveira a populacao e os solos agricolas de 
particulas cancerigenas e neuro-toxicas. Tambem tern o efeito de provocar "dimming". Quando e 
feito de um modo intenso o suficiente, isso pode repercutir-se a escala global, atraves da 
circulacao atmosferica de particulas. 

Chemspraying com enxofre, a ideia WEF [entre Highlander II e o nono circulo]. Agora e 
avancado gerar-se esse efeito com particulas de enxofre. Um bando de banqueiros e cleptocratas, 
sentados a mesas redondas, a debater tapar a entrada de sol, gerar uma nova reducao global de 
temperaturas, enchendo a atmosfera de enxofre para o fazer. Bom, criaturas provindas do nono 
circulo do Inferno tentarao recriar o seu habitat natural. No minimo, e evocativo de "Highlander 
II", uma distopia bastante ma, mas util porque mostra como personagens similares tapam o sol 
com um "sunscreen" global. Para ser justo, esta nao e apenas uma ideia WEF, ja anda em 
circulacao ha algum tempo, de varias criaturas semelhantes, demonios em fato e gravata a rir uns 
para os outros em ambientes tecnocraticos assepticos. Bill Gates e o CFR sao proponentes disto. 
Gates ate tern a sua pequena companhia montada, para fazer chemspraying de enxofre sobre o 
planeta. «Geoengineering can refer to many things, but it is most often associated with a 
scientific field that has come to be known as "solar radiation management". The basic idea is 
that small particles could be injected high into the stratosphere to block some of the incoming 
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solar energy and reflect it back into space, much as severe volcanic eruptions have done in the 
past... reduce greenhouse emissions, solar radiation management would act quickly and would 
be cheap to implement... Most research has focused on sulphur injection via aircraft. Recent 
studies suggest that a small fleet of aircraft could inject a million tonnes of sulphur compounds 
into the stratosphere - enough to offset roughly half of the global warming experienced to date - 
for USS1-2 billion annually... the technology would be tantamount to a planetary thermostat, 
giving humans direct control over global temperature. The direct impact of dimming the sun 
would be felt within weeks to months... the only way to truly test solar radiation management is 
at scale... Much research has gone into whether a programme could be targeted at the Arctic, 
for instance, where the impacts of global warming are being felt the most, but some researchers 
suggest that the impacts could quickly migrate from the Arctic to other regions. Many say that a 
true test of solar radiation management would have to be global» 

O grande risco sao "rogue states" e outras ficcoes . E claro que a mentalidade e comunitaria (i.e. 
fascista), portanto, nao ha problema se a "comunidade internacional" decidir avancar com este 
tipo de coisa; o grande risco sao "rogue states" e "individuals". «Rogue Deployment of 
Geoengineering" ... Rogue deployment of geoengineering: technology is now being developed to 
manipulate the climate; a state or private individual could use it unilaterally... dimming the 
sun... this has led some geoengineering analysts to begin thinking about a corollary scenario, in 
which a country or small group of countries precipitates an international crisis by moving ahead 
with deployment or large-scale research independent of the global community. The global 
climate could, in effect, be hijacked by a rogue country or even a wealthy individual, with 
unpredictable costs to agriculture, infrastructure and global stability» 



Internet 3.0, tambem sob TQM e "risk management" 



WEF (2013) - "Digital Wildfires". 

"Digital Wildfires in a Hyperconnected World" . O WEF esta intensamente preocupado com a 
existencia de ^Digital Wildfires in a Hyperconnected World», «massive digital misinformation, 
deliberately provocative, misleading or incomplete information disseminates rapidly and 
extensively with dangerous consequences... The Internet remains an uncharted, fast-evolving 
territory... Social media increasingly allows information to spread around the world at 
breakneck speed... our hyperconnected world could also enable the rapid viral spread of 
information that is either intentionally or unintentionally misleading or provocative, with serious 
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consequences... it is conceivable that a false rumour spreading virally through social networks 
could have a devastating impact before being effectively corrected... We can think of such a 
scenario as an example of a digital wildfire». 

Isto tern de incluir agendas fmanceiras, governos e outras estruturas de governancia . Isto, claro, 
tern de incluir a informacao que e disseminada pelas agendas fmanceiras e pelas estruturas de 
governancia que lhes sao subservientes, do local ao global, apesar de o WEF nao o fazer. Porem, 
de modo candido, o WEF pergunta, «...what if the source of a digital wildfire is a nation state or 
an international institution? '». 

WEF ilustra com astroturfmg, rumor no Twitter com beneficios especulativos . Depois menciona 
que «...it is... possible for misinformation to be deliberately propagated by those who stand to 
reap some kind of benefit... In politics, the practice of creating the false impression of a 
grassroots movement reaching a group consensus on an issue is called "astroturfing" ... Fake 
tweets have moved markets, offering the potential to profit from digital wildfires. A Twitter user 
impersonating the Russian Interior Minister Vladimir Kolokoltsev in July 2012 tweeted that 
Syria 's President Bashar al- Assad "has been killed or injured", causing crude oil prices to rise 
by over US$ I before traders realized the news wasfalse». 

O "ethos digital global" . 

Limitar liberdade de expressao online. « "Towards a Global Digital Ethos "... Around the 
world, governments are grappling with the question of how existing laws which limit freedom of 
speech, for reasons such as incitement of violence or panic, might also be applied to online 
activities. ..» 

Porem, tern de serfeito apasso, hd situacoes onde liberdade de expressao e iitil. «Establishing 
reasonable limits to legal freedoms of online speech is difficult because social media is a recent 
phenomenon, and digital social norms are not yet well established... The question raises thorny 
issues of the extent to which it would be possible to impose limits on the ability to maintain 
online anonymity, without seriously compromising the usefulness of the Internet as a tool for 
whistle-blowers and political dissidents in repressive regimes. ..» 

Gatekeepers comunitdrios. «...a system could be developed that would trace information to its 
source and provide information on whether the source was considered by a broader community 
to be official. The system could also reveal how widely the source was trusted by a spectrum of 
other Internet users - all while protecting the identity of the source» 

Lideranca global, para um ethos digital global. «It is not yet clear what a global digital ethos 
would look like, or how it could best be helped to develop. But given the risks posed by digital 
wildfires in our hyper connected world, leadership is needed to pose these difficult questions and 
start the discussion... Controlling the spread of false information online, either through national 
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laws or sophisticated technologies... constructive international discussions... to define a global 
digital ethos. ..» 

Promover iliteracia publica ("informacao oficial objectiva"). «... promote a new and critical 
media, or information-literacy among the general public that raises individuals ' capacities to 
assess the credibility of information and its sources... » 

Aplicar criterios ISO, TQM, a Internet. «Where should different groups of stakeholders look to 
verify the source of information online? How can different markers of trust and information 
quality be promulgated to facilitate greater user clarity?» 

Criterios ISO, TQM - RRN do WEF tera certamente o seu proprio manual de estatutos . E 
garantido que a Risk Response Network do WEF, que protagoniza este relatorio, vai desenvolver 
o seu proprio modelo de "benchmarks", "best practices", "model statutes" e outros conteudos ao 
nivel kindergarten, para a Internet 3.0. 

Relatorio serve habitualizacao para Web 3.0, governancia local/global de espacos Web . Este 
relatorio e apenas a habitualizacao do publico do WEF (professores, CEOs e por ai fora) a ideia 
de governancia global da Web, um conceito que tern vindo a ser trabalhado entre governos 
nacionais, UE, China, Google, Microsoft e outros, de ha um conjunto de anos para ca. E dai que 
surge a Web 2.0, caracterizada pelo predominio de redes sociais, como espacos pre-regulados ou 
ja totalmente regulados.
